JajT^f  ESPITE  my  having  been  a  resident  on  the  Moun- 
tain for  five  months,  this  is  my  first  opportunity 
to  address  the  alumni  of  Sewanee  generally. 
My  first  desire  is  to  extend  to  you  one  and  all  a  hearty 
greeting.  Already  it  has  been  my  good  fortune  to  meet 
many  of  you;  but  in  the  months  and  years  to  come,  I 
hope  to  have  the  privilege  of  meeting  and  knowing  all  of 
you.  The  doors  of  the  Vice-Chancellor's  house  stand  ever 
open,  and  the  Green  family  is  anxious  to  welcome  those 
of  you  who  can  visit  the  Mountain. 

For  me  to  speak  too  much  in  de- 
tail of  the  University  is  probably  an 
impertinence,  for  after  all  I  am  still  a 
relative  newcomer.  But  as  with  other 
members  of  the  freshman  class,  my 
education  progresses.  I  have  found 
the  faculty  and  Deans  awesome  in 
their  wisdom,  infinite  in  their  pa- 
tience. Of  course,  as  in  every  col- 
lege, much  wants  doing;  but  at  the 
same  time  the  situation  appears  well 
in  hand.  Dean  Baker  maintains  his 
incredible  serenity,  Major  Gass  his 
warm  benevolence.  The  students 
worry  all  morning  about  their  pres- 
ent and  future  but  manage  to  forget 
themselves  on  the  athletic  fields  in 
the    afternoon   and   at   the   movies   or 

at  fraternity  parties  in  the  evening.  The  faculty  keeps  the 
students  and  administration  busy  with  new  plans  and  at 
the  same  time  has  leisure  for  mid-morning  coffee.  Se- 
wanee's  lifestream,  as  ever,  runs  full,  with  the  inevitable 
surface  swirling  but  also  with  the  deep,  sure  currents  of 
intellectual  accomplishment  and  spiritual  development. 
Plans  for  the  expansion  of  the  department  of  Economics  are 
being  matured  by  Mr.  Kayden.  The  new  department  of 
Religion  is  apparently  a  great  success,  for  Doctors  Wilmer 
and  Shafer  seem  already  anxious  to  establish  a  major  field 
of  study.  The  entire  curriculum  is  being  rigidly  scrutin- 
ized to  guarantee  a  faithful  adherence  to  the  established 
principles  of  liberal  Christian  education.  Courses,  activi- 
ties, trends  incompatible  with  the  changeless  ideals  that 
have  made  Sewanee  great  are  inexorably  pruned  from 
the  growing  that  is  Sewanee  life. 

At  the  Academy,  the  situation  is  a  source  of  especial 
gratification.  Under  the  leadership  of  Coach  Urban,  the 
SMA  football  team  won  five  games  and  lost  three,  a  wel- 
come change  from  last  year's  record  of  no  victories  at  all. 
But  of  particular  interest  is  the  situation  in  the  School  of 
Theology.  Blessed  indeed  are  we  to  have  the  services  of 
our  new  Dean,  the  Very  Rev.  F.  Craighill  Brown,  who 
has  already  demonstrated  his  capacity  and  vision.  Sixty- 
three  candidates  make  up  the  student  body,  the  largest  in 
the  history  of  the  Seminary.  To  the  excellent  teaching 
tiaditionally  given  by  the  St.  Luke's  faculty,  new  zest  and 
flavor  have  been  added  by  the  Rev.  Lansing  Hicks  and  the 
Rev.  Howard  Johnson.  Life  in  St.  Luke's  today  is  stimu- 
lating and  exciting. 


As  you  already  know,  the  1949  football  season  was  a 
real  and  gratifying  success.  We  won  four  games  and  lost 
two,  tying  one.  To  the  New  Year,  we  look  with  confi- 
dence and  hope  and  with  not  a  little  excitement,  as  we 
have  recently  concluded  arrangements  to  invade  New  Eng- 
land next  September  30,  when  we  play  Trinity  College  at 
Hartford   in   the   opening   game   of   the   season. 

Social  life  at  Sewanee  is  still  varied  and  colorful.  Aside 
from  the  usual  events,  the  past  five  months  have  been 
enlivened  by  the  installation  of  the  Vice-Chancellor  and 
of  the  Dean  of  the  School  of  The- 
ology. To  the  Dean's  installation  came 
four  Bishops,  two  deans  of  semi- 
naries and  a  number  of  distinguished 
guests.  To  me,  seeing  them  for  the 
first  time,  the  fraternity  parties,  es- 
pecially the  ATO  Christmas  Carol 
Party,  and  Dr.  Myers'  New  Year's 
Eve  Party,  were  truly  memorable 
occasions. 

Concerning  my  own  activities,  it 
would  probably  be  best  to  say  little 
and  leave  you  to  judge  the  results. 
Close  and  joyful  companionship  and 
cooperation  with  Dean  Baker,  and 
your  fellow  alumni,  Major  Gass, 
Jimmy  Avent,  Arthur  Chitty,  Charlie 
Thomas,  Douglas  Vaughan,  as  well 
as  members  of  the  faculty  and  student  body  have  made 
no  task  impossible,  no  burden  intolerable.  The  tragic  and 
sudden,  loss  of  Professor  Waring  Webb  of  the  Biology  de- 
partment has  saddened  us  all,  and  the  death  of  Willie  Six 
has  severed  a  loving  bond  between  thousands  of  alumni 
and  the  life  on  the  Mountain.  But  the  work  of  the  Uni- 
versity has  progressed,  on  the  whole,  satisfactorily.  It  is 
a  pleasure  to  reassure  you  that  many  improvements  have 
been  made  in  operation  and  regulation  of  the  University 
agencies.  The  Guerry  Memorial  Campaign  has  quickened 
under  the  able  leadership  of  the  Chancellor  and  of  Wen- 
dell Kline  and  other  activities  have  shown  like  improve- 
ment under  similar  leadership. 

Not  without  reason,  it  might  be  said  that  the  Vice-Chan- 
cellor, instead  of  joining  the  Navy,  came  to  Sewanee  to  see 
the  world.  Since  September  he  has  visited  California  and 
Texas,  Florida  and  Ohio,  and  many  points  between.  In 
the  twenty-three  weeks  of  his  tenure  on  the  Mountain,  it 
should  be  remembered  that  upon  three  occasions  only  has 
he  been  absent  for  more  than  six  consecutive  days.  Fre- 
quently he  is  asked  if  he  gets  homesick  for  Sewanee:  in- 
evitably he  replies  in  the  negative,  for  wherever  he  goes, 
he  carries  some  of  Sewanee  with  him  and  is  at  home  with 
Sewanee  men.

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duPont  Gift  Raises  Campaign  Total  to  $1,500,000 


Vice-  Chancellor 
Meets  Many 
Alumni  Chapters 


Since  school  opened  this  fall,  the 
Vice-Chancellor  has  traveled  more 
miles  in  four  months  than  Marco  Polo 
travelled  in  a  similar  number  of  years. 
Although  Dr.  Green  did  not  return  as 
did  Polo  with  gunpowder,  he  came 
back  to  the  Mountain  almost  explod- 
ing with  enthusiasm  for  Sewanee 
alumni. 

After  California,  Atlanta,  and  Nash- 
ville meetings,  there  came  the  me- 
morable trip  to  Texas.  It  all  began 
on  November  13  in  Beaumont  where 
arrangements  were  made  by  the  par- 
ents of  two  students,  Mssrs.  T.  Kelsey 
Lamb  and  J.  L.  C.  McFaddin.  Aided 
by  their  charming  ladies  and  by  the 
Rev.  and  Mrs.  Charles  Wyatt-Brown, 
they  planned  a  dinner  for  forty  at 
the  Hotel  Beaumont,  followed  by  a 
reception  for  one  hundred  at  the  par- 
ish house  of  St.  Mark's  Church.  There 
were  Sewanee  movies,  a  talk  by  Dr. 
Green,  many  questions,  much  conver- 
sation, and  refreshments  served  by 
ladies   of  the   parish. 

The  next  day,  while  Captain  and 
Mrs.  Wendell  Kline  continued  to 
Houston  in  a  plane  lent  for  the  trip 
by  John  C.  Bennett,  '18,  of  Louisville, 
Dr.  and  Mrs.  Green  and  your  editor 
were  driven  in  state  from  Beaumont 
in  the  sleek  Chrysler  Imperial  of 
Sewanee  Trustee  John  C.  Flanagan, 
head  of  the  United  Gas  Corporation 
of  Houston.  Male  members  of  the 
party  were  entertained  at  luncheon 
by  Mr.  Flanagan,  with  the  Cleveland 
brothers,  Bishop  Quin,  and  Dean  Kel- 
logg as  guests. 

On  November  15,  eighty-four  per- 
sons attended  the  formal  dinner  of 
the  Houston  alumni  chapter  at  the 
Texas  State  Hotel.  President  Ruther- 
ford R.  Cravens,  '39,  presented  toast- 
master  Thomas  A.  Claiborne,  '34,  who 
introduced  the  guests  of  honor.  At 
the  head  table  were  Vice-Chancellor 
and  Mrs.  Green,  and  the  Chancellor, 
Bishop  Juhan,  who  had  travelled  from 
Florida  for  the  occasion.  Dr.  Green 
spoke  rn  the  close  relationship  be- 
tween Sewanee  and  Texas.  Captain 
and  Mrs.  Kline  acknowledged  intro- 
ductions and  the  faithful  reel  of  new 
Sewanee  movies  went  beautifully 
through  the  projector,  and  into  a 
mountainous  heap  on  the  floor  because 
Chief  Operator  Cravens  forgot  to  push 
the  right  punch. 

Next  day,  while  the  Vice- Chan- 
cellor was  seeing  people  who  should

Seminary  Dean 
Installed  January  25 


The  Very  Rev.  F.  Craighill  Brown, 
'22,  officially  became  Dean  of  the 
School  of  Theology  at  a  choral  even- 
song service  in  All  Saints'  Chapel  on 
January  25.  Dr.  Boylston  Green  in- 
stalled the  new  head  of  St.  Luke's, 
the  Rev.  George  B.  Myers  was  pre- 
senter, and  the  Rt.  Rev.  Edwin  A. 
Penick.  '08.  Bishop  of  North  Carolina 
and  Vice-President  of  the  House  of 
Bishops,    was    installation    preacher. 

In  his  sermon,  Bishop  Penick  de- 
clared that  the  theological  seminary 
at  Sewanee  is  the  lengthened  shadow 
of  the  beloved  late  Dean  William 
Porcher  DuBose,  whose  influence  up- 
on the  men  he  taught  and  whose 
impact  upon  theologians  throughout 
the  world  was  incalculable.  We  should 
be  grateful,  said  Bishop  Penick,  that 
the  influence  of  so  great  a  man  is 
still  alive  among  us.  Of  Dean  Brown, 
he   said,   "How  greatly  we  trust  him." 

Among  those  present  were  the 
Bishops  of  Western  North  Carolina, 
Tennessee,  and  of  Minnesota,  retired, 
the  Deans  of  Virginia  Seminary,  Epis- 
copal Theological  School  at  Cambridge, 
the  Vanderbilt  School  of  Religion,  and 
representatives  from  General  and  Uni- 
on Seminaries,  Bexley  Hall,  Seabury- 
Western,  the  Divinity  School  of  the 
Pacific,  Princeton  Department  of  Re- 
ligion, and  a  number  of  Episcopal 
orders    and    organizations. 


General 'Education  Board

The  year's  end  brought  to  Sewanee 
thirty  gifts  which  raised  the  Guerry 
Memorial  Campaign  Fund  to  $1,492,"- 
855.62.  Several  new  gifts  were  ob- 
tained by  alumni  solicitors  in  order 
that  $50,000.00  in  matching  funds  might 
be  granted  by  the  General  Education 
Board,  which  had  already  matched 
funds  for  permanent  endowment  with 
$150,000.00.  In  addition,  the  Board 
allowed  an  extension  through  1950  of 
their  offer  to  contribute  one  dollar 
for  every  four  dollars  secured  for 
endowment,  for  a  total  of  $300,000.00. 

Largest  gifts  to  the  campaign  at  the 
end  of  December  were  a  share  in  a 
trust  fund  established  by  Mrs.  Alfred 
I.  duPont  of  Jacksonville,  Florida,  and 
a  generous  gift  from  the  Kemper  and 
Leila  Williams  Fund  of  New  Orleans. 

The  close  of  the  Alumni  Fund  fiscal 
year  revealed  that  during  1949  alumni 
gave  $219,298.40  to  the  campaign,  while 
contributing  $18,228.50  to  the  Alumni 
Fund. 

Mrs.  duPont's  Gift 

Mrs.  Alfred  I.  duPont  gave  to  the 
University  of  the  South  on  December 
16  an  interest  valued  at  $140,000.00 
in  a  living  trust  established  by  her 
on  that  date,  according  to  a  statement 
by  the  Chancellor,  Bishop  Frank  A. 
Juhan.  In  the  deed  of  gift,  Sewanee's 
distinguished  and  generous  friend  said 
that  she  intended  to  make  from  time 
to  time  during  the  next  three  years 
other  assignments  to  the  University, 
which  ultimately  will  receive  a  thirty- 
five  per  cent  share  in  the  total  trust. 
Washington  and  Lee  University  and 
Hollins  College  are  other  principal 
beneficiaries   of   the   trust. 

The  December  gift,  which  is  eligible 
for  $35,000  in  matching  funds  from 
the  General  Education  Board,  brings 
the  campaign  total  at  the  end  of  1949 
to  almost  $1,500,000.00.  Speaking  of 
the  terms  of  the  gift,  the  Chancellor 
said,  "Mrs.  duPont  wisely  requests 
that  we  use  the  principal,  when  dis- 
tributed, as  an  addition  to  our  per- 
manent endowment  fund  and  that  the 
income  from  this  addition  be  used  to 
augment    the    salaries    of   the    faculty." 

Asked  by  the  Chancellor  what  had 
prompted  her  gifts  to  Sewanee,  Mrs. 
duPont  said  that  they  were  a  result 
of  her  "firm  belief  in  Christian  edu- 
cation, to  which  end  it  is  necessary 
to  have  the  ablest  and  most  conse- 
crated   faculty." 

"This  splendid  gift,"  said  Bishop 
Juhan,  "brings  us  one  long  step  nearer 
the  goal  set  for  us  by  Alexander 
Guerry  It  sets  an  example  which  all 
Sewanee  and  Sewanee's  friends  must 
strive   to   follow." 


February,  Nineteen  Fifty 
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Twenty-Fifth  A  nniversary 

Celebrated  by  Juhan 


Among  the  members  of  the  Episcopal 
House  oj  Bishops,  only  twenty-five 
novj  take  their  seats  ahead  of  him,  and 
one  of  those  few  is  his  fellow  alumrlus 
and  dear  friend,  the  Bishop  of  North 
Carolina.  In  his  home  diocese,  where 
for  twenty-fivs  years  he  lias  been  the 
leading  Episcopalian,  he  now  is  uni- 
versally regarded  as  the  leading  man 
of  God  among  all  faiths.  Upon  him, 
liis  Alma  Mater  has  conferred  its 
h'ghest  honors,  the  Doctorate  of  Di- 
vinity in  1925  and  the  Chancellorship 
in  1944. 

Among  those  who  have  steadfastly 
served  the  University  of  the  South, 
he  may  well  have  no  living  peer. 
His  has  been  a  gentle  leadership, 
made  cogent  by  quiet  example.  Af- 
ter his  own  fashion,  he  has  thought 
and  worked  through  year  after  long 
year  for  the  good  of  Sewanee. 

With  affection  and  with  gratitude, 
his  fellow  alumni  salute  their  Chan- 
cellor, the  Rt.  Rev.  Frank  Alexander 
Juhan,   Bishop   of   Florida. 


Bishop   Manning 

In  the  death  on  November  18  of 
Bishop  Manning,  Sewanee  lost  an  in- 
ternationally known  alumnus  and 
friend.  In  his  last  message  to  the  stu- 
dents at  St.  Luke's  on  October  26,  he 
had  written:  "It  would  give  me  the 
greatest  possible  pleasure  to  visit  Se- 
wanee and  to  have  this  opportunity 
of  meeting  and  knowing  the  men  at 
St.  Luke's,  where  I  spent  such  happy 
and  inspiring  years,  but,  unhappily 
for  me,  there  is  no  likelihood  of  my 
being  able  to  undertake   the  journey." 

William  T.  Manning  came  to  Sewa- 
nee as  a  young  theological  student 
and  was  greatly  influenced  by  Dr. 
DuBose.  He  taught  at  St.  Luke's  and 
served  on  the  Board  of  Trustees,  rep- 
resenting the  Diocese  of  Tennessee 
and,  later,  the  alumni.  He  consented 
to  be  honorary  chairman  for  the  state 
of  New  York  in  the  present  campaign 
for  capital  funds.  His  interest  in  the 
University  in  recent  years  had  been 
stimulated  by  Dr.  Marshall's  publica- 
tion  of  Dr.   DuBose's   theology. 


When  Bishop  Juhan  celebrated  in 
1949  the  twenty-fifth  anniversary  of 
his  consecration,  his  devotion  to  Se- 
wanee was  recognized  in  a  most  un- 
usual way.  The  Diocese  of  Florida  set 
up  a  Frank  A.  Juhan  Scholarship  Fund 
at  Sewanee  of  more  than  $5,000  to  be 
used  for  "helping  worthy  Florida  men 
who  wish  to  study  for  the  ministry." 
His  former  parish,  Christ  Church, 
Greenville,  made  a  gift  of  $2,500  which 
the  Bishop  presented  to  the  Vice- 
Chancellor  to  be  used  for  St.  Luke's. 
The  anniversary  edition  of  Florida 
Forth  spoke  of  his  services  to  Sewa- 
nee as  S.  M.  A.  chaplain,  trustee, 
regent,   and   chancellor. 


University  Receives 

Elliott   Bequest 


A  bequest  of  two  thousand  dollars 
was  received  by  the  University  in 
December  from  the  estate  of  the  late 
Joseph  Huger  Elliott,  '93.  The  gift 
was  in  memory  of  his  distinguished 
father,  Dr.  John  B.  Elliott,  first  health 
officer  and  professor  of  chemistry  in 
the  Universitv.  Dr.  Elliott,  a  son  of 
Founder  Stephen  Elliott,  came  to  Se- 
wanee in  1869  and  remained  until 
]«86  when  he  joined  the  faculty  of 
Tulane  University.  From  1878  to  1886 
he  was  also  professor  of  geology  and 
mineralogy. 

Joseph  Huger  Elliott  was  one  of 
seven  children  of  Dr.  Elliott.  He  en- 
tered the  Grammar  School  in  1883 
and  the  College  in  1889.  His  later 
years  were  spent  in  North  Carolina 
and  Mississippi.  He  died  on  March  28, 
1949. 

Two  of  his  first  cousins  live  at  Se- 
wanee t~day,  Miss  Charlotte  Elliott 
and  Dr.  Robert  W.  B.  Elliott,  '94.  An- 
other cousin.  Charles  McD.  Puckette, 
'07,  is  president  of  the  Assaciated 
Alumni.

Pediatric  Wing 

Begun   at   Hospital 

A  grant  of  $18,000  from  the  Eli 
Lilly  Foundation  in  Indianapolis  has 
enabled  the  beginning  of  construction 
on  a  pediatric  wing  at  Emerald-Hodg- 
son Hospital.  The  $30,000  project 
when  completed  will  be  a  living  trib- 
ute to  the  service  of  Dr.  Oscar  N. 
Torian,  '96,  whose  work  has  materially 
raised  the  general  life  expectancy  of 
mountain  children  in  the  Sewanee 
area.  Since  he  and  Mrs.  Torian  came 
from  Indianapolis  to  "retire",  he  has 
treated  many  underprivileged,  under- 
fed babies  from  isolated  coves  and 
backwoods  farms.  Whatever  has  been 
paid  by  his  patients  has  gone  into  a 
fund,  which  held  a  reserve  of  $12,000 
at  the  time  of  the  generous  Lilly 
gift.  Dr.  Torian  was  physician  to 
children  of  the  prominent  drug  manu- 
facturing family  of  Indiana,  and  his 
request  to  them  for  money  to  build 
"the  last  word"  in  a  modern  pediatric 
establishment  was  promptly  answered. 
Previous  contributions  by  the  Lilly 
family  to  Sewanee,  because  of  Dr. 
Torian's  solicitation,  have  exceeded 
$50,000. 


Professor  Webb  of  Biology  Dies 


Paul  Hamilton  Waring  Webb,  assist- 
ant professor  of  biology,  died  Novem- 
ber 22  at  the  Vanderbilt  hospital,  af- 
ter a  brief  illness.  Mr.  Webb,  34, 
received  a  B.S.  degree  from  the  Uni- 
versity of  South  Carolina,  an  MA. 
from  George  Washington  University, 
and  had  completed  residence  require- 
ments for  a  Ph.D.  at  the  University 
of  North  Carolina.  He  had  taught  at 
North  Carolina,  South  Carolina,  and 
Coker  College  before  coming  to  Se- 
wanee in  1947.  He  was  a  member 
of  Sigma  Nu  fraternity  and  the  So- 
ciety   of    Sigma    Xi. 

Rev.  A.  Rufus  Morgan,  assisted  by 
Bishop  Dandridge  of  Tennessee,  con- 
ducted funeral  services  in  All  Saints' 
Chapel  on  November  25.  Students 
of  the  University  served  as  pall- 
bearers. 

Mr.  Webb  is  survived  by  his  wife, 
the  former  Maria  Tucker,  three  sons, 
a  daughter,  and  his  parents,  Mr.  and 
Mrs.  B.  Lucas  Webb,  of  Columbia, 
South    Carolina.

doches where  a  luncheon  had  been 
planned  by  Ashford  Jones,  '29,  who 
with  his  lovely  May  Irvin  had  driven 
to  both  the  Beaumont  and  Houston 
gatherings.  There  two  Episcopal  par- 
ishes followed  the  lead  of  St.  Mark's 
in  Houston  by  increasing  their  ap- 
propriations for  Sewanee  in  their  re- 
spective budgets.

The  invocation  was  given  by  Bishop 
Mason  of  Dallas,  an  honorary  alumnus. 
Dr.  Green  was  the  principal  speaker. 
Clergy  of  the  diocese  of  Dallas  were 
introduced  by  the  Rev.  Harrison  Beste, 
'39.  A  number  of  parents  of  students 
were  among  the  sixty-five  guests. 
Alexander  P.  Wooldridge,  Jr.,  '99,  was 
presented  the  gold  key  of  member- 
ship  in  the   Alumni   Exornati. 

On  to  Austin  was  the  order  of  the 
ensuing  day.  It  was  a  homecoming 
for  Dr.  Green  who  spent  four  years 
on  the  faculty  of  the  University  there. 
A  reception  for  the  Greens  was  held 
in    the    library    at   the    University. 

Dinner  on  Friday  at  the  home  of 
Bishop  and  Mrs.  John  E.  Hines  was 
notable  for  its  introduction  to  five 
little  Hineses  as  well  as  for  bringing 
together  the  Sewanee  travellers  and 
Mr.  and  Mrs.  J.  W.  Scarbrough,  '07, 
Dr.  Harry  H.  Ransom,  '28,  and  hon- 
orary alumnus  Dr.  William  J.  Battle. 
On  Saturday,  at  a  tea  for  the  Greens 
in  the  Scarbrough  home,  a  lithe  eight- 
inch  Sewanee  Tiger  of  appropriate 
ferocity,  mounted  on  a  piece  of  Se- 
wanee walnut  from  Green's  View, 
was  presented  to  All-Southern  "Scri- 
bo,"  whose  uncanny  punting  and 
dropkicking  brought  despair  to  Sewa- 
nee's  gridiron  foes  in  '04,  '05,  and  '06. 

After  Austin,  the  Greens  came  back 
to  Sewanee  by  way  of  New  Orleans. 
Of  the  former  republic,  Dr.  Green 
said,  "Texans  in  reality  are  very  reti- 
cent in  talking  of  their  state.  Even 
though  they  are  not  unacquainted 
with  the  use  of  the  superlative,  they 
are  hand : capped  by  a  language  which 
is  incapable  of  describir-'  the  wonders 
of   their   incredible   empire." 

The  Klines  and  your  editor  con- 
tinued on.  In  San  Antonio,  there  was 
a  visit  in  the  Frank  Gillespie  home, 
which  commands  a  beautiful  view  of 
the  city.  And  then  there  was  Corpus 
Christi,  where  the  Rev.  David  S.  Rose, 
'36,  is  rector  at  the  Good  Shepherd. 
A  stopover  in  Houston  was  followed 
shortly  by  sight  of  the  University  of 
the   South  Airport,   Cowan,   Tennessee. 


There  died  on  January  12  one  of 
the  great  men  of  Sewanee  history. 
Kmwn  by  his  whimsical  nickname, 
Willie  Six  had  become  for  thousands 
of  Sewanee  men,  as  well  as  for  many 
others  throughout  the  nation  who  had 
never  seen  him,  a  symbol  of  simpli- 
city, loyalty,  generosity,  and  Christian 
humility.  Bishop  James  M.  Stoney, 
All-Southern  guard  in  1912,  wrote, 
"Never  before  or  since  has  anyone 
given  me  such  attention."  Billy  Flem- 
ing, '37,  now  an  attorney  in  Columbia, 
Tennessee,  wrote  to  Willie  and  said, 
"I  wasn't  much  of  a  player  but  you 
treated  me  like  an  Ail-American." 
Robert  D.  Sanders  of  Jackson,  Miss- 
issippi, came  to  Sewanee  only  briefly, 
then  transferred  to  Mississippi  where 
he  became  one  of  their  great  grid- 
iron heroes  of  all  time.  Of  the  few 
people  Sanders  remembered  at  Sewa- 
nee, Willie  Six  impressed  him  most 
and  he  said  as  much  when  he  sent 
his  gift,  the  largest  of  all,  to  the 
Willie   Six   Fund   in   1947. 

Few  of  his  race  have  yet  made  their 
mark  in  the  Congressional  Record  but 
there,  for  all  future  generations  to 
see,  is  a  half-page  tribute  to  him, 
placed  by  another  one  of  his  "young 
men",  Harry  Cain,  Senator  from 
Washington. 

Willie's  incredible  memory  aston- 
ished many.  It  was  a  fact  that  he 
always  knew  the  shoe  and  helmet 
sizes,  the  jersey  numbers,  of  every 
athlete  from  brightest  star  to  lowliest 
scrub.  He  never  forgot  little  details 
about  his  young  men.  Fifteen  years 
after  Frank  M.  Gillespie,  '11,  gradu- 
ated, he  came  back  to  Sewanee,  by 
his  own  admission  bald  and  with  en- 
largements here  and  there  to  the  trim 
figure  which  had  characterized  his 
school  days.  Clear  across  the  football 
field,  Willie  called  out  a  greeting  to 
"Mr.  Red".  "You  know  I  couldn't 
ever  forget  the  way  you  walk,"  said 
Willie. 

The    beloved     old     Sewanee     trainer 


was  a  living  sermon  who  didn't  need 
to  be  preached.  His  memory  was  ex- 
plainable, for  who  doesn't  remember 
the  most  intimate  little  characteristics 
of  those  whom  he  loves.  Willie  simply 
loved  more  men   than  most. 

And  so  it  was  that  when  Willie 
died,  he  was  buried  from  All  Saints' 
Chapel  with  every  honor  that  those 
whom  he  had  served  could  bestow. 
His  colored  friends  came  from  miles 
around,  for  to  them  too  he  was  a 
symbol.  Five  ministers  took  part  in 
his  funeral  and  burial  services,  in- 
cluding a  Bishop,  and  his  casket  was 
borne  by  his  last  "team  a-comin'  up", 
the  young  men  who  had  been  trained 
by  him  in  his  last  active  year. 

Willie  has  gone  but,  as  Douglas 
Southall  Freeman  said  of  another 
great  Sewanee  man  and  friend  of 
Willie's,  "the  trumpets  sounded  on  the 
other   side." 


Dr.  Green  made  another  swing 
around  the  circle  in  December  when 
he  went  to  Memphis  (Sewanee  Pro- 
vincial Summer  Training  School  plans) 
and  Birmingham  (consultation  with 
the  architects),  arriving  in  Jackson- 
ville on  December  15.  On  Friday 
night,  about  ninety  alumni  and  their 
wives  gathered  from  all  parts  of 
North  Florida  to  meet  the  Vice- 
Chancellor  at  a  reception  and  dinner 
at  the  George  Washington  Hotel.  J. 
Albert  Woods,  '18,  served  as  toast- 
master.  President  Sam  L.  Allen,  '37, 
and  secretary  Grover  Alison,  '44,  were 
in  charge  of  plans  for  the  party.  At 
the  dinner  Bishop  Juhan  made  the 
stirring  announcements  of  gifts  fo^ 
Sewanee,  $5,000  for  a  scholarship 
$2,500  for  St.  Luke's,  and  Mrs.  du- 
Pont's  trust.  Dr.  Green  df  cribsd  the 
education  received  by  Tc  .vanee  stu- 
dents and  reported  on  ths  state  of  af- 
fairs  at  Sewaneo 

Dr.  Green,  F.Iter  a  brief  visit  at  the 
University  of  Florida,  went  on  to 
Charleston,  where  the  alumni  chap- 
ter entertained  on  December  20  with 
a  reception  for  one  hundred  people  at 
the   Villa   Margherita.     In   the   receiv-

Cumberland  Forest  Festival  to 
Bring  Noted  Musicians  to  Sewanee 


Roy  Harris   Will  Direct  Eight 
Weeks1  Music  School 


An  event  at  Sewanee,  which  in  im- 
portance may  take  its  place  beside 
the  establishing  of  the  Sewanee  Re- 
view in  1892,  is  the  opening  on  June 
28,  1950,  of  the  Cumberland  Forest 
Festival  of  Music.  The  unique  enter- 
prise will  bring  six  nationally  recog- 
nized artist- teachers  to  the  Mountain. 
Participating  in  the  festival  will  be 
a    hundred    selected    student-artists. 

Joined  with  Sewanee  in  the  estab- 
lishing of  the  graduate  seminar  is  the 
George  Peabody  College  for  Teachers 
of  Nashville.  Credit  for  suggesting 
Sewanee  as  the  site  of  the  festival 
must  go  to  Regent  W.  Dudley  Gale 
and  credit  for  concluding  the  mo- 
ment dus  agreement  to  the  new  Vice- 
Chancellor  in  the  first  whirling  month 
of   his   administration. 

Only  the  long  penury  of  the  Uni- 
versity can  explain  why  the  Mountain 
has  not  long  ago  become  a  music  cen- 
ter. Other  arts  have  found  here  a 
compatible  home  and,  indeed,  the 
founders  dreamed  of  it  as  a  cultural 
center  of  the  South.  Literature  and 
dramatics  have  certainly  flourished  at 
Sewanee.  The  great  artist  Johannes 
Oertel  chose  to  leave  his  choicest 
work  in  All  Saints'  Chapel  after  com- 
pleting his  great  series  in  the  studio 
designed  for  him  at  Morgan's  Steep. 
In  the  1890's,  during  the  cool  summers, 
Sewanee  attracted  men  who  were 
leaders  in  literary  criticism;  Gilder- 
;leeve,  Harrison,  and  Trent.  The  Cum- 
berland Forest  Festival  will  again 
bring  to  Sewanee  a  group  of  such 
stature. 

Director  of  the  festival  will  be  Dr. 
Roy  Harris,  America's  outstanding 
living  composer,  whose  works  have 
been  played  by  important  orchestras 
throughout  the  "world,  who  has  re- 
corded   more    music    than    any    other

American,  and  who  has  conducted 
some  of  the  greatest  symphony  or- 
chestras. 

With  Dr.  Harris  will  be  his  wife, 
Johana  Harris,  a  concert  pianist  of 
the  first  rank.  He  has  been  composer  - 
in-residence  and  she  artist-in-resi- 
dence  at  Peabody  since  September. 
Joseph  Gingold  and  James  Barrett, 
concertmaster  and  assistant  concert- 
master  of  the  Cleveland  Symphony, 
will  be  in  charge  of  violin  instruction 
and  will  lead  the  first  and  second 
violin  sections  of  the  string  sinfonia. 
William  Lincer,  solo  violist  of  the 
New  York  Philharmonic  since  1943, 
will  bring  to  the  festival  rare  inter- 
pretive talent  in  his  instrument.  Leo- 
nard Rose,  called  by  Dr.  Harris  the 
premier  cellist  on  this  side  of  the 
Atlantic,  is  soloist  on  that  instrument 
fcr   the   Philharmonic. 

Musically  speaking,  there  is  an  im- 
portant reason  for  establishing  a 
school  which  will  emphasize  in  this 
particular  way  the  stringed  instru- 
ments. An  impending  shortage  of 
string-artists  has  been  gradually  ma- 
terializing because  of  the  prep-school 
popularity  of  band  and  jazz  instru- 
ments. Since  the  greatest  music  is 
composed  for  symphony  orchestras  and 
since  symphonies  are  predominantly 
of  strings,  the  training  of  talented 
young  string-players  becomes  a  grave 
concern  in  the  world  of  music.  Nor- 
mally it  takes  ten  years  to  develop  a 
finished  performer  on  strings  and  the 
supply  is  now  many  years  behind 
the  demand.  Moreover,  too  often  does 
the  string  player,  even  of  moderately 
high  attainment,  play  for  love  alone. 
The  high  prices  go  to  hot  lips,  the 
dance-band  players  of  the  trumpets, 
clarinets,   and   slide   trombones. 

The  Cumberland  Forest  Festival  will 
combine  classroom  and  private  teach- 
ing with  public  performance,  some 
outdoors  and  some  in  All  Saints' 
Chapel.  Already  two  national  net- 
works are  negotiating  for  coast-to- 
coast  broadcasting  rights.  Academic 
credit  toward  the  master's  and  doc- 
tor's degrees  will  be  granted  for 
courses  completed  by  properly  quali- 
fied students.  All  instruction  will  be  at 
the  advanced  level.  Applications  from 
old  and  young  will  be  considered  ac- 
cording to  the  indicated  capacity  of 
the  individual  to  do  the  work.  Total 
expenses  for  the  eight  weeks,  includ- 
ing room,  board,  and  tuition,  will  be 
slightly  over  $200.  Sewanee  alumni 
knowing  prospective  students  are  urged 
to  communicate  with  the  alumni  office 
or   Dr.   Harris   at   Peabody.

Joe  last  year  set 
Sewanee's  all-time  scoring  record  for 
one  game,  26  points,  and  this  year 
seemed  set  to  lead  a  beautifully  bal- 
anced outfit  to  another  record-breaker. 

Instead,  the  brunt  of  the  attack  has 
fallen  to  Captain  Vernon  Waddy  and 
freshman  Buck  Cain,  who  have  vied 
with  each  other  throughout  the  sea- 
son for  high-point  honors.  Wins  have 
been  at  the  expense  of  Middle  Ten- 
nessee State  (Murfreesboro),  Florida- 
Southern  (Lakeland),  Berry  (Rome, 
Georgia),  Lambuth  (Tennessee),  and 
Bethel  (Tennessee).  Losses  have  been 
at  the  hands  of  Centre  twice,  Tampa, 
Birmingham-Southern,  and  Bethel. 
With  ten  more  games  to  go,  Sewanee 
can  promise  spirited  games  but  no 
landslides.

Football    Thrills 


Football  season  closed  successfully: 
four  wins,  two  losses,  and  a  tie.  Se- 
wanee's most  astute  armchair  quar- 
terbacks are  still  undecided  whether 
it  would  have  taken  a  quick  kick 
here  or  a  long  kick  there  to  have 
changed  the  final  result  against  South- 
western, Florida  State,  and  Washing- 
ton University,  but  all  of  them  are 
unanimous  on  one  point.  The  four 
runbacks  for  touchdowns  made  by 
diminutive  Jim  Ed  Mulkin  were  singly 
and  collectively  the  big  thrill  of  the 
season.  Two  of  them  were  returned 
punts  for  85  and  55  yards  (against 
Centre  and  Millsaps)  and  the  other 
two  were  returned  kickoffs  for  95  and 
90  yards  (against  Southwestern  and 
Washington).  It  was  an  all-time  rec- 
ord for  the  Tigers. 

Washington  Beats  Sewanee  19-7 

It  would  be  unfair  to  close  the  sea- 
son's record  without  reporting  the 
gallant  final  game  of  the  Tigers  in 
St.  Louis  against  Washington  Univer- 
sity, a  school  of  8,000  students.  The 
Bruins  were  turning  in  one  of  the 
best  records  of  their  athletic  history. 
Sterling  defense  by  the  Sewanee  line 
held  the  final  score  to  19-7  in  spite  of 
seven  costly  fumbles  by  Sewanee's 
anxious  backs.  Opposing  players, 
coaches,  and  sports  writers  called 
Sewanee  the  best  team  they  had 
played  and  the  Washington  players 
picked  Sewanee's  tackle  and  Captain 
Bob  Snell  on  their  all-opponents 
team.  At  190,  Bob  was  the  lightest 
man,  linesman  or  back,  on  their  se- 
lection. 


Beta  Theta  Pi  Chapter  Installed 

For  the  first  time  since  Pi  Kappa 
Phi  clcsed  its  Sewanee  chapter  dur- 
ing the  mid-thirties,  there  were  nine 
national  fraternities  on  the  campus 
after  the  official  installation  of  Gam- 
ma Chi  chapter  of  Beta  Theta  Pi  on 
December  2.  At  Sewanee  for  the  oc- 
casion was  G.  Herbert  Smith,  national 
Beta  president  and  head  of  Willam- 
ette University,  Salem,  Oregon.

Abraham  Wallace  Pierce,  oldest  liv- 
ing graduate  of  the  University,  died 
at  the  age  of  ninety-four,  December 
17  at  his  home  in  Sewanee,  where 
he  had  lived  almost  as  a  recluse  for 
many  years.  Son  of  Bishop  Pierce 
of  Arkansas,  he  entered  the  Univer- 
sity in  1870.  He  roomed  with  Bishop 
Gailor  at  the  General  Seminary  in 
New  York.  In  1923  he  gave  the 
University  his  entire  fortune,  a  sum 
of  about  $50,000,  retaining  a  life 
interest  in  a  portion  of  the  income. 
An  accomplished  musician,  architect 
(designer  of  the  Cathedral  in  Little 
Rock),  mathematician,  and  student  of 
modern  history,  he  retained  unusual 
intellectual  powers  until  the  time  of 
his  death,  though  he  was  almost 
blind.

Harry  K.  Johnson,  Sr.,  prominent 
real  estate  developer  and  railroad- 
man, died  at  eighty-six  on  Decem- 
ber 11,  1949,  in  Bay  town,  Texas.  He 
first  entered  the  Sewanee  Grammar 
School  in  1879  and  began  studies  in 
the  College  in  1880.  Mr.  Johnson 
spent  most  of  his  early  life  in  the 
Mississippi  Delta  area,  moving  to 
Houston  in  1925.

Information  concerning  en- 
rollment in  the  festival  may  be  obtained  from  Mr.  Chitty  or  from  Dr.  Roy  Harris 
at  Peabody  College  in  Nashville,  and  a  descriptive  brochure  will  be  mailed  to 
any  alumnus  requesting  one. 

The  Sewanee  Provincial  Summer  Training  School  holds  its  first  post-war  ses- 
sion July  third  to  July  seventh,  with  the  school  being  turned  over  to  Dr.  John 
Heuss  for  his   intensive   program   of   Christian   education. 

From  July  twenty-fourth  to  August  twenty-sixth,  the  Graduate  School  of  The- 
ology has  its  annual  session  with  a  faculty  of  four  distinguished  theologians. 
Inquiries  should  be  addressed  to  the  Dean  of  the  School  of  Theology  at  Sewanee. 
Dean   Brown   is  serving   as   associate   director   of   the   school.

Fire  Destroys  Union 
On  March  First 


The  costliest  fire  in  recent  Sewa- 
nee  history  started  in  the  attic  of  the 
MacKellar  Little  Theatre  on  the  sec- 
ond floor  of  Thompson  Hall  about 
nine  o'clock  the  evening  of  March  1. 
Although  each  of  a  dangerously  long 
list  of  recent  fires  had  been  extin- 
guished promptly,  Sewanee  luck  ran 
out  in  the  Union  blaze.  Two  fire 
hoses  in  the  auditorium  could  not  be 
used.  Discovery  of  the  fire  minutes 
earlier  might  have  saved  the  building. 
Only  courageous  work  of  staff,  fac- 
ulty, and  students  saved  the  movie 
theatre,  built  in  1937  and  protected 
by  fire  doors  from  the  older  part  of 
the  building,  which  dated  back  to 
the    early   80's. 

Two  days  before,  a  fire  had  started 
in  the  attic  of  St.  Luke's  Hall,  but 
a  combination  of  the  sprinkler  sys- 
tem, fire  extinguishers,  and  the  Uni- 
versity fire  truck  brought  it  under 
control    with    only    moderate    damage. 

On  the  intervening  day,  at  supper- 
time,  a  fire  started  in  the  frame  bus 
station  next  to  the  substantial  brick 
Monteagle  Hotel.  Fire  trucks  from 
Sewanee  and  Tracy  City  stood  by 
with  no  water  in  the  local  hydrants. 
Management  of  the  hotel  neglected  to 
remember  that  a  full  cistern  was  lo- 
cated in  the  rear  of  the  hotel.  In 
due  course  the  fire  from  the  bus  sta- 
tion spread  to  the  eaves  of  the  hotel 
and  from  there  burned  the  entire 
interior. 

On  April  20  a  fire  was  discovered 
in  the  attic  of  Sewanee  Inn  by  waiters 
working  in  the  kitchen  yard  below. 
The  siren  at  11:00  a.m.  brought  stu- 
dents from  all  quarters  of  the  campus, 
few  of  them  showing  reluctance  to 
leave  their  classes.  Van,  the  janitor, 
with  the  help  of  a  couple  of  students, 
had    the    blaze    out    in    short    order. 

Other  fires  of  unexplained  origin, 
occurring  in  the  last  two  or  three 
years  but  stopped  before  the  catas- 
trophe stage,  have  been  a  serious 
blaze  in  the  north  wing  of  Rebel's 
Rest,  residence  of  the  late  Major 
George  R.  Fairbanks,  a  small  after- 
supper  fire  in  Mr.  Long's  Walsh  Hall 
office,  originating  on  a  bookshelf  con- 
taining some  modern  novels,  a  fire  in 
the  library  storage  stacks  of  Breslin 
Tower,  another  on  the  bookshelf  of 
the  athletic  office  in  Ormond-Simkins 
gym,  and  an  early  morning  blaze  in 
the  basement  of  old  Virginia  Cot- 
tage shortly  after  the  death  of  its 
lone  occupant,  the  late  Abram  W. 
Pierce,   '77. 

The  real  dilemma  resulting  from 
the  Thompson  Hall  fire  hangs  on  Se-

Death  of  McDonald 
Saddens  University 


The  University  was  shocked  and 
saddened  on  April  7  by  the  death  at 
Vanderbilt  Hospital  of'  Dr.  John  M. 
S.  McDonald,  head  of  the  department 
of  philosophy  at  Sewanee  since  1927. 
Dr.  McDonald  had  been  seriously  ill 
only  a  few  hours  before  his  death 
from  paralysis.  Chaplain  Wilmer  con- 
ducted funeral  services  at  the  Mc- 
Donald home  on  April  8  and  burial 
in  the  University   Cemetery   followed. 

Dr.  McDonald  received  his  B.A.  de- 
gree from  Harvard  in  1908.  He  was 
a  theological  student  at  Nashotah 
Seminary  and  was  ordained  to  the 
Episcopal  priesthood  in  1912.  From 
1914  to  1924  he  was  on  the  faculty 
at  St.  Stephen's  College,  now  Bard 
College;  for  the  next  two  years  he 
was  vicar  of  St.  Paul's  Church  in 
Vermillion,  South  Dakota,  after  which 
he  came  to  Sewanee.  His  MA.  degree 
was  conferred  by  Columbia  University 
in   1924  and   his   Ph.D.   in   1932. 

Mrs.  McDonald,  the  former  Louise 
Schwrar  of  Rock  Hill,  South  Caro- 
lina,  is  his   only   survivor. 

The  Sewanee  Purple  paid  the  fol- 
lowing tribute  to  Dr.  McDonald,  ex- 
pressing the  sentiment  not  only  of  the 
students    but    also    of    the    alumni. 

"With  the  passing  of  Dr.  John  Mc- 
Donald, Sewanee  lost  a  great  scholar 
and  a  beloved  teacher.  For  more 
than  twenty-five  years  'Dr.  John'  had 
unselfishly  devoted  himself  to  the 
University  and  her  students.  It  was 
through  his  guidance  that  many  a 
Sewanee  man  for  the  first  time  found 
his  way  to  a  contemplation  of  those 
eternal  and  immutable  Ideas  that  give 
meaning   to   a   chaotic   world." 


Six  Awards   Made    To 
Out st a  nding   Applicants 

First  awards  to  be  made  from  the 
$50,000  Baker  Scholarship  Fund  were 
announced  in  April  by  Charles  Ed- 
ward Thomas,  director  of  admissions. 
From  eighty-four  applicants,  a  se- 
lection committee  including  Deans 
Baker  and  Gass,  Doctors  Bruton  and 
Buck,  and  the  Vice-Chancellor,  picked 
six  outstanding  young  men  for  the 
top  competitive  scholarships  ever 
given   by   the   University. 

Two  of  the  winners  were  Tennes- 
seans,  the  others  coming  from  Okla- 
homa, Alabama,  Illinois,  and  Kentucky. 
The  original  group  of  applicants  from 
eighteen  states  included  twenty-seven 
team  captains,  eighteen  student-body 
presidents,  and  twenty-one  editors  of 
student  publications.  Approximately 
half  had  "A''  averages  in  high  school. 
Each  man  was  asked  to  state  how 
much  help  he  needed  to  go  through 
college.  This  factor  was  not  consid- 
ered in  the  selection,  but  determined 
the  number  of  scholarships  which 
could  be  awarded.  The  entire  $4,000 
allotted  for  the  first  year  group  might 
conceivably  have  been  used  for  one 
student,  but  four  of  the  first  six  did 
not    need    full-expense    scholarships.

Cumberland  Forest  Festival 


The  National  Broadcasting  Company, 
for  the  first  time  in  its  history, ,  will 
pick  up  from  the  South  on  coast-to- 
coast  hook-up  a  series  of  eight  hour- 
long  programs  of  classical  music. 
That  this  chamber  music  series  should 
originate  from  the  Cumberland  For- 
est Festival  has  more  than  passing 
significance  for  the  University  of  the 
South.  With  our  co-sponsor,  Pea- 
body  College  for  Teachers  in  Nash- 
ville, we  will  be  placed  in  the  fore- 
front of  a  cultural  development  of 
major   importance. 

This  graduate  school,  awarding  mas- 
ter's and  doctor's  degrees  in  music 
to  properly  qualified  students,  will 
afiect  in  a  few  years  the  quality  of 
musical  performance  in  the  string  sec- 
tions of  the  great  American  sympho- 
nies. The  Festival  will  play  its  part, 
a  vital  one,  in  alleviating  the  shortage 
of  fine  instrumentalists  in  strings, 
caused  by  the  popularity  of  brass  in- 
struments in  jazz  orchestras  and  high 
school  bands  and  by  the  cutting  off 
of  the  former  supply  of  talent  from 
Europe,  which  has  hitherto  sent  us 
most   of   our   strings. 

The  Cumberland  Forest  Festival  also 
will  foster  brilliant  performances  of 
great  music  on  the  Mountain.  So 
highly  regarded  is  the  director,  Dr. 
Roy  Harris,  that  the  Department  of 
State  has  authorized  the  rebroadcast 
of  the  concerts  over  Voice  of  America 
to  its  millions  of  listeners  throughout 
the  world.  With  stations  from  behind 
the  Iron  Curtain  broadcasting  the 
third  international  congress  of  musi- 
cians from  Prague,  Sewanee  may  right- 
fully consider  herself  in  the  front 
lines  of  the  ideological  warfare,  one 
of  whose  weapons  has  been  the  effort 
on  the  part  of  Stalinist  countries  to 
prove  that  the  greatest  music  flour- 
ishes  under   State    "guidance". 

To  bring  together  the  talented  stu- 
dent and  the  devoted  teacher  in  the 
ideal  environment  is  the  central  pur- 
pose of  the  Cumberland  Forest  Festi- 
val, as  it  has  been,  through  the  years, 
of  the  University  of  the  South.  Be- 
cause summer  months  afford  the  only 
time  of  year  when  the  best  musicians 
are  at  leisure  and  because  of  an 
increasing  tendency  to  move  away

Through  May  1  a  total  of  263  gifts 
have  come  to  the  Alumni  Fund  of 
the  Living  Endowment  in  the  calendar 
year  1950.

wanee's  increased  size.  The  old  Union 
provided  four  essential  services — a 
movie,  a  theatre  for  dramatics,  a 
sandwich  shop,  and  a  lounge.  All 
were  painfully  overcrowded  except  the 
movie,  which  fortunately  still  stands. 
The  question  is  whether  to  rebuild  a 
theatre  which  is  too  small,  a  sand- 
wich shop  which  is  inadequate,  and 
a  Little  Theatre  insufficient  for  Se- 
wanee's   present  needs. 

It  has  been  definitely  decided  not 
to  rebuild  a  Union  which  would  have 
a  theatre  on  the  second  floor.  It 
has  not  been  decided  whether  to  build 
a  temporary  theatre  at  the  Union 
which  can  later  be  converted  to  a 
bowling  alley  for  students  and  cadets, 
or  whether  to  use  the  gymnasium 
temporarily  until  a  Guerry  Memorial 
Auditorium  and  Fine  Arts  Building 
can    be    constructed    and    paid    for. 

The  new  Gailor  Hall  will  probably 
house,  besides  the  refectory  and  kit- 
chen, lounges  for  students  and  pro- 
fessors and  some  dormitory  space. 
Such  luxurious  notions  as  providing 
space  for  the  Alumni  Office  and  for 
a  basement  barber  shop  are  losing 
ground.

The  Rt.  Rev.  R.  Bland  Mitchell,  '08, 
Bishop  of  Arkansas,  became  the  thir- 
teenth Chancellor  of  the  University 
of  the  Suth  on  June  12.  1950,  suc- 
ceeding the  Rt.  Rev.  Frank  A.  Juhan, 
'11.  Bishop  of  Florida.  Also  nomi- 
nated were  alumni-bishops  Edwin  A. 
Penick,  '08,  of  North  Carolina,  and 
Thomas  N.  Carruthers,  '21,  of  South 
Carolina,  who  after  the  second  ballot 
moved  for  the  unanimous  election  of 
Bishop  Mitchell. 

Rarely  aie  a  man  and  an  institution 
so  clrssly  connected  for  so  long  as 
have  been  Bishop  Mitchell  and  Se- 
wanee. Entering  the  Sewanee  Gram- 
mar School  in  1901,  he  received  the 
first  of  his  five  diplomas  in  1904.  He 
was  graduated  from  the  College  in 
1908,  Bachelor  of  Arts  (optime  me- 
rens) .  He  leceived  his  Graduate,  in 
Divinity  in  1312,  receiving  his  Bache- 
lor cf  Divinity  degree  in  1921.  In 
1931,  in  recognition  of  his  services  to 
the  Geneial  Church  and  the  Univer- 
sity, he  received  the  honorary  degree, 
Doctor    of   Divinity. 

Richard  Bland  Mitchell  was  born  in 
Rolla,  Missouri,  on  July  26,  1887.  Com- 
ing to  Sewanee,  he  distinguished  him- 
self in  several  spheres.  Business 
Manager  of  both  Purple  and  Cap  and 
Gown,  he  was  a  member  cf  Punch 
and  Judy,  Sigma  Epsilon,  Neograph, 
Chelidon,  and  Phi  Delta  Theta.  He 
won  prizes  at  various  times  in  Latin, 
Hebrew,  History,  and  debate.  In  his 
senior  year  he  was  one  of  the  two 
student  Proctors.  During  his  three 
years  in  the  Seminary,  he  was  busi- 
ness manager  of  the  University  Press 
and  under  him,  the  Press  declared  its

The  Rt.  Rev.  Charles  Blayney  Col- 
more, D.D.,  retired  Bishop  of  Puerto 
Rico,  died  June  28,  1950,  in  Winter- 
Park,  Florida,  where  he  had  lived 
since  1947.  Reared  in  Sewanee.  he 
attended  the  Sewanee  Grammar  School 
and  received  four  degrees  from  the 
University,  B.A.,  M.A.,  B.D.,  and  D.D. 
He  was  one  of  four  Sewanee  men  who 
have  served  overseas  as  bishop  and 
was  one  of  a  succession  of  Sewanee 
men  who  have  served  as  dean  of 
Holy   Trinity   Cathedral    in   Havana. 

Bishop  Colmore  was  consecrated 
Bishop  of  Puerto  Rico  in  1913  in  Ail 
Saints'  Chapel,  at  the  only  service  of 
consecration  ever  held  in  All  Saint?'. 
In  1919  the  Virgin  Islands  were  added 
to   his   jurisdiction. 

During  his  student  days,  Bishop 
Colmore  was  a  member  of  the  var- 
sity football  team  and  the  1897  track 
team,  Alpha  Tau  Omega  fraternity 
and    Sigma   Epsilon. 

He  is  survived  by  his  wife,  four 
sons,  three  daughters,  a  sister,  Miss 
Dora  Colmore  of  Sewanee,  and  a  bro- 
ther, Dr.  Rupert  Colmore,  '05,  of 
Chattanooga. 


Who's  Got  the  Cornerstone? 


A  cornerstone  which  could  not  be 
cornered  caused  more  consternation  in 
:he  College's  caretaking  coterie  and 
brought  more  attention  from  the  na- 
tRn's  press  than  any  other  occurrence 
at  Commencement.  On  Wednesday 
afternoon,  June  7,  master  stonecutter 
Will  Campbell  and  his  crew  tenderly 
placed  the  newly  chiseled  cornerstone 
for  the  Gailor  Memorial  Building  on 
the  ground  near  the  spot  where  it 
was  to  be  cemented  in  place.  The 
sun  was  low  so  they  covered  it  with 
a  piece  of  heavy  cardboard  weighted 
with  stone,  planning  to  put  it  in 
place    by    dawn's   early    light. 

To  their  anguish,  the  two-hundred- 
pound  piece  of  sandstone  was  spirited 
away  in  the  night,  probably  by  the 
Headless  Gownsman,  and  has  not  been 
seen  since.  Immediately  schools  of 
thought  sprang  up  with  glib  answers 
to  the  question  "What  to  do?"  One 
held  that  the  whole  ceremony  could 
be  converted  into  one  of  breaking 
ground,  but  alas,  the  beautiful  and 
expensive  two-color  program  had  al- 
ready been  printed.  Another  school 
said,  "Have  faith.  The  stone  will  re- 
turn." Fortunately,  while  the  dia- 
lecticians were  immersed  in  dialectic, 
the  stonecutters  went  to  work  and 
in  the  nick  of  time  a  new  cornerstone 
was  mortared  into  place  for  the  cere- 
mony.

Fulbright  Awards 

Sewanee's  Fulbright  Scholais  now 
number  four,  placing  the  University 
of  the  South  in  the  top  ranks  of  the 
nation's  schools  in  number  of  such 
awards   won    by    alumni. 

The  three  previous  winners,  Leonard 
R.  Cardwell,  '49,  DTD,  of  Sewanee, 
Porter  Williams,  Jr.,  '47,  SAE,  of 
Charleston,  and  Nestor  Carrero,  '49, 
KS,  of  Miami,  were  joined  recently 
by  Charles  L.  Widney,  Jr.,  '49,  ATO, 
ef    Germantown,    Tennessee. 

Widney,  a  graduate  student  of  the 
Fletcher  School  of  Law  and  Diploma- 
cy, will  study  political  science  at  the 
University  of  Strasbourg  in  France. 
The  others  are  studying  in  England 
and   France. 

The  awards,  made  under  the  pro- 
visions of  the  Fulbright  Act  passed 
by  the  Seventy-ninth  Congress,  are 
among  nearly  six  hundred  grants  for 
study  abroad  included  in  this  year's 
program.  Recommended  by  campus 
scholarship  committees,  the  students 
are  selected  by  the  Board  of  Foreign 
Scholarships  appointed  by  the  Presi- 
dent.

With  trepidation,  the  first  concert 
in  All  Saints'  Chapel  was  faced.

Both 
audience  and  artists  were  completely 
at  ease.  The  wife  of  a  Bishop  came 
without  a  hat.  The  applause  was 
deafening  ...  if  silent  applause  can 
be  so  described.  For,  when  the 
audience  stood  in  tribute,  there  was 
a  fine  understanding  of  appreciation 
that  went  too  deep  for  words,  shouts, 
or   handclapping. 

Best  clues  of  all  were  to  be  gleaned 


by  talking  with  the  students.  They 
were  of  a  wide  variety  of  ages.  Vi- 
vacious twelve-year-old  Bobby  New- 
kirk  came  from  Detroit  to  study 
cello  under  Georges  Miquelle,  one  of 
the  great  artist-teachers  of  our  day. 
Bobby  is  staying  with  his  mother  in 
Johnson  Hall.  His  best  friend  is  John 
Kuczmf.rski,  Cleveland  violinist,  who 
brought  his  attractive  wife  with  him 
Playing  in  the  coveted  number  three 
epot  in  the  second  violin  section  is 
pretty  Marilyn  Cain,  age  twenty,  from 
Longmont,  Colorado,  who  is  concert- 
mrster  of  the  University  of  Colorado 
Symphony  and  who  plans  to  graduate 
next  year.  One  of  the  best  of  Dr. 
Harris'  composition  students  is  Mrs. 
Florence  Golson  Bateman,  fifty-nine, 
totally  blind,  who  came  from  Wetump- 
ka,  Alabama,  to  study  under  the 
master. 

Comparatively  few  of  the  forty  stu- 
dents are  from  the  South.  Most  ot 
them  are  professionals,  who,  if  they 
are  not  already  playing  in  a  munici- 
pal symphony,  are  planning  to  make 
that  their  career.  To  encourage  those 
who  are  so  minded,  Dr.  Harris  in- 
vited to  Sewanee  as  his  house-guest 
twenty-year-old  Lorin  Maazel,  now 
assistant  concertmaster  of  the  Pitts- 
burgh Symphony,  who  by  the  time 
he  was  ten  years  old  had  conducted 
a  half  dozen  of  the  major  orchestras 
of  the  nation,  including  the  NBC 
Symphony  and  the  New  York  Phil- 
harmonic. 

If  the  first  season  is  a  criterion,

Texans  Send  Their  Calves  to  College 


That  five  Texas  churchmen  will  be 
the  first  men  in  history  to  send  their 
calves  to  college  is  actually  a  mod- 
est claim.  The  astonishing  story, 
which  was  reported  in  TIME,  June 
5,  and  throughout  the  country  by 
the  national  wire-services,  began  at 
Camp  Capers,  where  the  Diocese  of 
West  Texas  was  having  its  annual 
convention.  Flying  there  from  Se- 
wanee  at  the  invitation  of  Bishop 
Everett  Jones,  Captain  Wendell  Kline 
presented  a  film-illustrated  talk  on 
the  work  of  the  University.  During 
the  ensuing  intermission,  a  group  of 
animated  Episcopal  ranchers  gathered 
around  William  R.  Manning  of  Eagle 
Pass,  who  asked  them  why  it  wouldn't 
be  feasible  to  give  a  calf  a  year  to 
Sewanee.  No  one  objected,  so  Bill 
Manning  presented  the  idea  to  the 
group  and  the  Sewanee  Calf  Club  of 
Texas  was  born.  Charter  members 
were  W.  Hollis  Fitch,  '28,  of  Eagle 
Pass,  Ed  Yolland  of  Woodsboro,  Ma- 
son    Crocker     and     Wallace     Oles     of 


Brady.  Manning,  Yolland,  and  Crocker, 
respectively,  were  made  president, 
secretary,    and   treasurer. 

Bill  Manning  was  born  on  a  plan- 
tation near  Washington,  North  Caro- 
lina, in  1895.  He  remembers  his 
terror  as  a  small  child  when  Bishop 
Harding  came  to  baptize  his  dying 
brother   and   baptized   him   too   in  spite 


Funds   for   Gailor  Memorial 
Secured  by  Memphis  Alumni 

Memphis  alumni  are  making  the 
m:st  determined  campaign  effort 
of  the  early  summer.  Challenged 
by  the  generous  offer  of  Edmund 
Orgill  and  two  other  friends  of 
Sewanee  to  match  funds  raised  by 
alumni  for  the  Gailor  Memorial 
Dining  Hall  up  to  $22,500,  alumni 
directed  by  J.  C.  Brown  Burch, 
'21,  have  raised  $16,362.00  toward 
that   goal. 


Besides  making  history,  the  Univer- 
sity of  the  South  also  likes  to  pre- 
serve it.  Currently,  the  Alumni  Of- 
fice is  seeking  information  on  the 
organization  of  the  office  in  1912  and 
the  employment  of  a  full-time  Alumni 
Secretary.  Fortunately,  the  Secretary 
himself,  David  A.  Shepherd,  '00,  is 
with  us  and  has  gathered  with  the 
help  of  a  dozen  others  most  of  the 
information. 

Briefly,  the  story  is  this.  There  had 
been  a  general  decline  in  the  for- 
tunes of  small  schools,  particularly 
those  with  church  connections,  after 
the  turn  of  the  century.  At  this 
time  a  large  number  of  universities 
severed  their  ties  with  their  respec- 
tive churches.  In  1907  Kenyon's  stu- 
dent body  was  less  than  100  but  at 
Sewanee  a  burgeoning  enrollment  was 
maintained  by  the  Medical  Depart- 
ment. In  1909,  however,  that  school 
closed  and  Sewanee  abandoned  its 
famous  summer-term-with- winter- va- 
cation. 

For  these  and  other  reasons,  by 
1912,  enrollment  in  the  College  and 
Grammar  School  (now  renamed  the 
Sewanee  Military  Academy)  together 
was  about  100.  Here  our  story  be- 
gins. A  group  of  alumni,  with  the 
backing  of  that  singular  prince  among 
alumni,  the  late  John  Hamilton  Potter 
Hodgson,  offered  themselves  as  guar- 
antors for  a  luxurious  $4,000  per  year 
alumni  office  ($2,500  for  the  Secre-

of  his  wailing  protests  that  he  didn't 
want  to  die.  After  the  death  of  his 
parents  he  "rode  the  rods"  to  Texas, 
stopping  with  various  Episcopal  minis- 
ters for  shelter  and  food  on  the  way. 
He  has  come  the  long  hard  route 
from  ranch-hand  and  cow-puncher  to 
ranch-owner  and  breeder.  He  and 
his  wife  Elizabeth,  with  their  eight 
children  (five  boys  "branded"  for  Se- 
wanee), are  hard-working  communi- 
cants of  the  Church  of  the  Redeemer, 
whose  rector  is  the  Rev.  R.  Earl  Di- 
cus,   '35. 

A  dramatic  highlight  of  Commence- 
ment was  the  appearance  of  Bill 
Manning  and  Mason  Crocker  at  the 
annual  alumni  meeting  on  Saturday 
morning,  June  10.  There  it  was  ex- 
plained that  ranchers  throughout  Tex- 
as would  be  asked  to  give  a  calf  a 
year  to  Sewanee.  In  the  spring,  the 
calf  will  be  branded  with  the  Sewa- 
nee Cross,  a  replica  of  the  one  which 
stands  on  the  southwest  brow  of  the 
Mountain.  In  the  fall,  the  young 
animal  will  be  sold,  the  money  sent 
to  the  club  treasurer,  and  thence  to 
Sewanee.  A  membership  campaign  is 
scheduled  to  get  underway  this 
fall,  with  Captain  Kline  and  Bill 
Manning  stumping  the  state  by  plane 
to  round  up  the  future  college  ma- 
terial   of    the    livestock    world.

I(?jjO    Commencement    Is    Traditionally    Eventful 


Commencement  1950  portrayed  ad- 
mirably the  gaity  superimposed  on 
high-seriousness  which  has  character- 
ized the  previous  eighty-one  Sewanee 
Commencements.  Commencement  Day 
on  June  12  came  as  a  fitting  and 
beautiful  climax  to  the  activities  which 
began  with  the  Trustees'  meeting  on 
Friday.  There,  the  governing  body 
of  the  University  heard  the  annual 
report  of  its  executive  committee,  the 
Board  of  Regents,  and  listened  to  the 
reports  of  the  Vice-Chancellor  and 
the  Chaplain  before  proceeding  in  the 
afternoon  with  the  election  of  the 
Chancellor. 

Friday  noon,  the  Trustees  were 
guests  of  the  Vice-Chancellor  at  lunch 
at  Sewanee  Inn,  while  their  wives 
had  lunch  with  Mrs.  Green  at  Tuck- 
away.  In  the  evening,  the  Vice- 
Chancellor's  reception  was  a  glittering 
and  formal  occasion  with  five  hundred 
people  overflowing  the  gracious  home 
of  Dr.  and  Mrs.  Green.  The  students' 
formal  dance  followed  at  the  Or- 
mond    Simkins    Field    House. 

Saturday,  traditionally  Alumni  Day, 
was  notable  for  the  large  number  of 
Sewanee  men  returning,  most  of  them 
with  wives,  and  for  the  extraordinary 
success  of  the  group-reunion  plan  in 
which  contemporary  classes  hold  re- 
unions together.  More  than  ever  be- 
fore, Commencement  this  year  was  an 
occasion  for  meeting  old  friends  un- 
seen since  college  days.  Gayest  of 
the  groups  were  the  Alumni  Exornati, 
the  classes  running  from  1900  back  to 
early  Paleozoic.  From  a  command 
post  established  at  the  home  of  Da- 
vid Shepherd,  they  made  sallies  to 
all  gatherings  of  sufficient  distinction 
to  warrant  their  attention.  Their  form- 
al reunion  took  place  Saturday  after- 
noon, when  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Shepherd 
entertained  the  alumni  and  their 
wives  at  tea.  (It  is  always  difficult 
to  say  which  group,  next  to  the 
bishops,  is  hardest  to  get  into  line 
for  the  Commencement  procession 
on  Monday,  but  this  year  the  Alumni 
Exornati   won   that   title   handily.) 

The  annual  meeting  of  the  Associ- 
ated Alumni  was  held,  for  the  first 
time  in  many  years,  in  the  library. 
The  actions  of  the  Alumni  Council, 
which  had  met  the  previous  day,  were 
approved,  and  the  Alumni  Secretary 
was  re-elected  for  a  term  of  four 
years.  The  Venerable  Richard  L. 
Sturgis,  '30,  was  elected  Recording 
Secretary,  to  succeed  the  Rev.  Lee 
A.  Belford,  '35,  who  resigned  because 
his  visits  to  Sewanee  have  not  coin- 
cided with  Commencement.  Reports 
were  made  by  Charles  McD.  Puckette, 
President  of  the  Assaciated  Alumni, 
by  the  Alumni  Secretary,  and  then 
by  the  Vice-Chancellor,  Director  of 
Athletics  Gordon  Clark,  Campaign 
Chairman  Bishop  Juhan,  and  Captain 
Wendell  Kline.  The  most  dramatic 
point  of  the  meeting  was  the  appear- 
ance of  Bill  Manning  of  Eagle  Pass 
to  tell  about  the  Sewanee  Calf  Club 
of  Texas.  Introduced  by  Hollis  Fitch, 
'26,  he  profoundly  impressed  his  hun- 
dred   listeners    with    the    devotion    of 


an   Episcopal   layman   for   Sewanee. 

At  noon,  while  Phi  Gamma  Delta 
entertained  almost  five  hundred  at 
Smorgasbord,  the  St.  Luke's  alumni 
held  their  regular  Commencement 
luncheon  meeting.  The  senior  fac- 
ulty member  of  the  School  of  The- 
ology, retiring  Professor  George  B. 
Myers,  and  his  gracious  wife  were 
congratulated  and  thanked  for  the 
unique  contribution  which  they  and 
their  family  of  eight  have  made 
through  the  past  thirty  years  to  the 
University  community.  A  token  in 
the  form  of  a  check  was  presented 
to  serve  as  a  substantial  leg  on  a 
journey  to  England. 

After  class  reunions,  Kappa  Sigma 
fraternity  held  Open  House  in  honor 
of  the  Malcolm  Fooshees  of  New  York, 
who,  being  unable  by  a  last  minute 
mischance  to  be  present,  were  repre- 
sented by  their  charming  daughters. 
A  supper  for  wives  of  alumni  was 
held  at  the  Sewanee  Inn,  where  Mrs. 
Green,  on  behalf  of  the  ladies  pres- 
ent, gave  an  orchid  to  the  wife  of 
the  retiring  Chancellor,  Mrs.  Frank  A. 
Juhan. 

The  annual  Alumni  Dinner  at  Mag- 
nolia was  the  largest  on  record,  with 
two  hundred  ten  seated  at  the  large 
horse-shoe  table,  with  two  long  tables 
in  the  center.  At  the  speakers'  table 
were  President  Puckette,  who  served 
as  toastmaster,  the  retiring  Chan- 
cellor, the  Chancellor-elect,  and  the 
Vice-Chancellor,  each  of  whom  made 
an  address,  the  officers  of  the  Associa- 
tion, the  Bishops  present,  and  those 
scheduled  to  receive  honorary  degrees. 
The  program  followed  the  traditional 
pattern,  with  George  L.  Reynolds,  Jr. 
speaking  on  behalf  of  the  Class  of 
1950  about  to  become  alumni,  and 
with  three  surprise  presentations  of 
gifts.  A  silver  bowl  was  given  to 
Telfair  Hodgson,  '98,  in  grateful  rec- 
ognition of  his  long  and  faithful  ser- 
vice   to    the    University    as    Treasurer 


from  1907  to  1949.  A  silver  bowl 
also  was  given  to  Bishop  Juhan  in 
honor  of  his  retirement  from  the 
office  of  Chancellor,  a  post  which  he 
has  filled  with  such  zeal,  ability,  and 
complete  devotion.  A  check  for  $1,500 
was  presented  to  Dean  Henry  M. 
Gass  in  appreciation  for  his  long  ser- 
vice to  the  University  and  especially 
for  his  administration  as  Acting  Vice- 
Chancellor.  The  check  is  to  be  used 
this  fall  on  his  European  trip.  All 
seniors  and  many  alumni  went  from 
the  dinner  to  the  second  dance,  which 
was  closed  with  the  singing  of  the 
Alma   Mater. 

At  the  Baccalaureate  on  Sunday, 
the  sermon  was  preached  by  the  Rt. 
Rev.  Horace  W.  B.  Donegan,  Bishop 
Coadjutor  of  New  York.  Following 
the  service,  the  congregation  accom- 
panied the  procession  to  Wicks'  Hill, 
where  the  cornerstone  was  laid  for 
the  Gailor  Memorial  Dining  Hal). 
Present  were  the  Bishop's  son,  Jus- 
tice Frank  Hoyt  Gailor,  '12,  of  the 
Tennessee  Supreme  Court,  his  daugh- 
ter, Miss  Charlotte  Gailor,  a  grandson, 
Dr.  Robert  W.  Daniel,  '35,  a  grand- 
daughter, Miss  Nancy  Gailor,  and 
two  great-grandchildren,  Betsy  and 
James  Thomas  Daniel.  Into  the  cor- 
nerstone were  placed  a  copy  of  the 
Order  of  Service  at  Bishop  Gailor 's 
consecration  at  Sewanee,  a  program 
of  the  Fortieth  Anniversary  Celebra- 
tion, a  copy  of  his  autobiography, 
Some  Memories,  and  a  copy  of  the 
Purple  giving  an  account  of  plans  for 
the    building. 

Open  House  at  the  Phi  Delta  Theta 
fraternity,  held  every  Sunday  after 
Chapel  throughout  the  school  year 
followed  the  cornerstone-laying.  The 
afternoon  was  devoted  to  fraternity 
reunions,  with  an  "At  Home"  by  Sig- 
ma Nu  at  four  o'clock.  Late  Sunday 
afternoon  at  a  simple  service  in  the 
Sewanee  cemetery,  Bishop  Donegan 
placed  an  evergreen  wreath  on  the 
grave  of  Dean  DuBose  in  memory  of

thinks  that  the  construction  of  the 
new  pediatric  wing  and  the  nurses' 
home  at  Emerald-Hodgson  Hospital  can 
be  completed  without  difficulty  but 
that  there  is  grave  doubt  whether 
contemplated  construction  can  be 
started  at  Gailor  Dining  Hall,  S.  M.  A. 
Dining  Hall,  and  the  Thompson  Hall 
student  union,  due  to  shortage  of  ma- 
terials. The  University's  total  build- 
ing fund  of  some  $300,000  may  have 
to  continue  drawing  interest  for  a 
time. 

Superintendent  of  Buildings  T.  Gor- 
don Hamilton  reports  that  the  win- 
ter's supply  of  coal  is  in  University- 
bunkers  and  Treasurer  Douglas 
Vaughan  advises  that  it  has  been 
paid  for.

first  dividend.  He  was  elected  to  Phi 
Beta  Kappa  in  1929. 

Ordained  deacon  in  St.  Luke's 
Chapel  on  June  12,  exactly  thirty- 
eight  years  before  his  installation  as 
Chancellor,  and  priest  in  the  next 
year,  Bishop  Mitchell  began  his  minis- 
try in  a  Mississippi  mission  field.  In 
1914  he  spent  six  months  in  the  Orient 
and  the  next  year  joined  the  staff  of 
the  Board  of  Missions  in  New  York. 
In  1919,  he  was  detailed  by  that 
Board  to  manage  the  national  office  of 
the  Nation-Wide  Campaign,  a  move- 
ment in  the  Episcopal  Church  to 
unify  and  advance  the  missionary  work 
of  the  Church  at  home  and  abroad. 
Out  of  this  movement  came  the  cre- 
ation of  the  National  Council  of  which 
Bishop  Gailor  was  first  president. 
Bishop  Mitchell  served  the  new  or- 
ganization first  as  Corresponding  Sec- 
retary and  later  as  Executive  Secre- 
tary of  the  Field  Department  until 
his  resignation  in  1928. 

He  returned  to  Sewanee  in  1928  for 
one  year  as  Director  of  Expansion, 
during  which  year  the  University 
raised  $100,000,  enabling  it  to  qualify 
for  the  balance  of  the  money  prom- 
ised by  the  General  Education  Board 
for  the  completion  of  the  Million  Dol- 
lar Fund,  and  resulting  in  the  build- 
ing of  Tuckaway  and  the  SMA  swim- 
ming pool.  Because  of  his  intimate 
knowledge  of  the  affairs  of  the  Uni- 
versity, he  was  elected  to  the  Board 
of  Regents  in  1932  for  a  regular  six- 
year  term  and  was  returned  to  the 
Regents    in   1941    for   a   part    term   fol- 


lowed by  a  full  term  ending  in  1949. 

After  an  especially  fruitful  nine- 
year  rectorship  of  St.  Mary's-on-the 
Highlands,  Birmingham,  Bishop  Mit- 
chell was  consecrated  Bishop  of  Ar- 
kansas on  October  5,  1938.  Today  a 
member  of  the  National  Council,  he 
is  chairman  of  the  overseas  depart- 
ment and  a  member  of  the  department 
of  finance.  He  is  also  one  of  twenty - 
eight  representatives  of  the  Episcopal 
Church  on  the  newly  created  inter- 
denominational "National  Council  of 
the  Churches  of  Christ  in  the  U.  S.  A." 

In  1915,  he  married  the  former  Vi- 
vien McQuiston.  Their  two  children 
are  both  members  of  Phi  Beta  Kappa. 
R.  Bland  McQuiston  Mitchell  is  a 
Sewanee  graduate  of  the  Class  of  1947, 
and  was  married  in  July  to  Sibyl 
Mussenden  of  Curacao,  Netherlands 
West  Indies.  Vivien  is  married  to 
Robert  C.  Thweatt,  Jr.,  Class  of  1949. 
Bishop  Mitchell's  brother  Walter,  '02, 
was  formerly  Bishop  of  Arizona;  and 
his  nephew,  Ewing  (son  of  Bishop 
Walter  Mitchell),  is  a  graduate  of  the 
University,   Class   of   1935.

ment  Committee  at  Sewanee  and  de- 
signed to  reach  into  every  community 
where  Sewanee  is  known  and  ap- 
preciated. Since  sixty-four  per  cent 
cf  Sewanee's  present  total  of  $1.6  mil- 
lion has  come  from  eight  cities  (Jack- 
sonville, Memphis,  Nashville,  Chatta- 
nooga, Birmingham,  Houston,  New 
Orleans,  and  Austin),  it  is  felt  par- 
ticularly sound  to  broaden  the  base 
of   soliciting. 


Soon  to  be  distributed  is  a  selected 
list  of  cities  and  towns  to  each  of 
which  will  be  offered  a  goal.  Sur- 
prisingly small  in  most  cases,  the 
figures  represent  a  calculation  which 
has  taken  into  account  the  number 
of  alumni  in  the  individual  com- 
munity, the  number  of  Episcopal  com- 
municants, the  population,  the  rela- 
tive remoteness  from  Sewanee  influ- 
ence, and  the  number  of  present  stu- 
dents from  the  area.  The  results  of 
these  are  subjected  finally  to  the  appli- 
cation of  a  "horse-sense"  factor  by 
some  one  actually  familiar  with  the 
locality.  The  result  is  the  goal  to  be 
raised.  The  sum  of  goals  falls  short 
of  $3.4  million  (the  balance  to  be 
raised  of  the  original  five  million). 
The  difference,  about  $1.5  million,  Se- 
wanee will  endeavor  to  raise  by  spe- 
cial   solicitation. 

A  Chairman,  sometimes  an  alumnus, 
sometimes  an  Episcopal  layman,  in  a 
few  cases  the  parent  of  a  student,  will 
be  asked  to  accept  leadership  for  at- 
taining the  goal.  When  he  has  ac- 
cepted, the  Chairman  will  be  furnished 
adequate  information  and  material, 
with  a  suggested  plan  of  procedure. 
Chairmanship  and  teamwork  are  the 
means   of  success. 

Although  this  still  is  the  campaign 
for  essential  physical  adequacy  of  the 
complete  Sewanee  (S.  M.  A.,  the  Col- 
lege, the  School  of  Theology),  the 
three  immediate  objectives  are:  (1) 
The  Gailor  Memorial  Dining  Hall  for 
the  College  and  Seminary;  (2)  a  din- 
ing hall — dormitory  for  the  Sewanee 
Military  Academy;  (3)  $600,000  in 
cash  or  securities  to  win  $150,000  for 
Permanent  Endowment  available  dur- 
ing 1950  from  the  General  Education 
Board.

Vice-Chancellor  Makes  First  Report  to   Trustees 


On  June  9  the  Vice-Chancellor  made 
his  first  report  to  the  Board  of  Trus- 
tees. The  Alumni  News  presents  some 
highlights  of  his  report  which  are  not 
covered  in  news  items  in  this  issue: 

Dr.  Green  said  the  year  1949-50  at 
Sewanee  inevitably  reminded  one  of 
Macbeth's  statement  to  Banquo:  ''So 
foul  and  fair  a  day  I  have  not  seen." 
In  spite  of  losses  by  death  and  by 
fire,  Dr.  Green  said  that  this  had 
been  an  excellent  year  for  the  Uni- 
versity, with  the  fair  far  outweighing 
the  foul.  In  witness  thereof  he  men- 
tioned Dr.  Grant's  receiving  a  Gug- 
genheim Fellowship  for  European 
study,  the  six  seniors  wishing  to 
enter  medical  school  being  admitted 
to  the  schools  of  their  first  choice,  an 
unsolicited  letter  to  Dean  Baker  from 
the  Dean  of  the  Harvard  Law  School 
telling  of  the  excellent  work  done 
there  by  a  Sewanee  graduate  and  re- 
questing that  our  Dean  send  more 
like  him  to  Harvard,  and  the  three 
General  Education  Board  and  four 
Fulbright  Scholarships  received  by  Se- 
wanee men. 

"My  stay  in  Sewanee  has  con- 
vinced me  that  our  University  is  a 
vital,  potent  force  in  the  field  of  edu- 
cation. Some  of  the  problems  we 
have  are  truly  serious;  others  are 
merely  vexatious.  To  me  no  one  of 
them  is  incapable  of  acceptable  so- 
lution within  a  reasonable  period  of 
time.  No  difficulty  that  has  yet  arisen 
has  gone  unmatched  by  a  heartening 
reaction  of  faith  and  dedication,  even 
though  such  positive  forces  not  in- 
frequently   need    proper    direction." 

Dr.  Green  spoke  of  the  cooperation 
and  understanding  he  had  received 
from  deans,  faculty,  staff,  and  stu- 
dents. "Most  of  all,"  he  remarked, 
"the  patience  and  understanding  of 
the  Board  of  Regents,  the  Trustees, 
and  alumni  have  ever  supplied  me 
with  strength  and  confidence  to  meet 
any   situation   that  has   arisen." 

He  reported  that  "both  Mrs.  Green 
and  I  have  had  here  in  Sewanee  this 
past  year  one  of  the  happiest  years 
of  our  lives.  Our  only  hope  is  that 
in  the  future  we  can  more  truly 
justify  the  faith,  the  support,  and 
the  confidence  that  you  have  in  us." 
Dr.  Green  reported  to  the  trustees 
the  deaths  of  Professors  McDonald 
and  Waring  Webb,  the  resignation  of 
Dr.  Sulger  to  accept  a  position  at 
Wabash  College,  and  leaves  of  ab- 
sence for  Mr.  Kayden  Tnd  Mr.  John 
Webb.  In  the  reorganization  of  the 
biology  department,  Dr.  McCrady  felt 
that  he  could  not  yet  return  to  the 
University  from  his  work  at  Oak 
Ridge. 

In  regard  to  enrollment,  "even 
though  our  academic  attrition  is 
somewhat  larger  this  year,  there  ap- 
pears no  real  reason  for  concern," 
with  midyear  departures  due  to  con- 
tinued effects  of  war-time  training 
and  conscientious  protection  of  our 
academic    standards. 
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Tribute  was  paid  to  the  fraternities, 
proctors,  members  of  Blue  Key  and 
O.D.K.,  and  the  Purple  editors  as 
being  cooperative  and  extremely  help- 
ful. He  reported  that  "after  long 
debate,  permission  was  granted  for 
the  service  of  beer  in  fraternity 
houses." 

Dr.  Green  commented  at  some  length 
about  the  sports  program  at  Sewanee. 
"Athletics,"  he  said,  "in  1949-50  faced 
a  crucial  test  at  Sewanee."  The 
initial  enthusiasm,  the  ardent  stimu- 
lation of  the  post-war  years  for  Dr. 
Guerry's  plan  of  athletics  was  gone; 
this  was  the  first  year  of  norma) 
peacetime  athletics  which  would  de- 
monstrate the  validity  of  our  funda- 
mental theories.  "Happily,  therefore, 
we  can  welcome  the  news  that  the 
year  was  both  foul  and  fair,  but  in 
essence    eminently    satisfactory." 

Twenty-four  per  cent  of  the  student 
body  completed  a  season  with  an  in- 
tercollegiate sports  squad.  In  the 
successful  intramural  program,  tire 
Phi  Delta  Thetas  and  the  Sigma  Nus 
came  to  a  photofinish  with  one  hun- 
dred ten  points  each.  The  trophy  was 
presented  to  them  jointly,  with  the 
admonition  that  they  exercise  the 
wisdom   of   Solomon   in   its  use 

St.  Luke's  was  described  as  being 
in  a  promising  condition,  with  special 
reference  given  to  curriculum  im- 
provement by  the  work  of  the  Rev. 
Matthew  Warren  in  Christian  Edu- 
cation and  Mr.  Claude  Guthrie  in 
music  and  speech  instruction,  small 
but  important  improvements  in  the 
physical  plant,  and  the  great  improve- 
ment in  the  library  made  by  Mrs. 
Govan.  Seventy-four  students  have 
been  admitted  for  the  fall.  "Adequate 
both  spiritually  and  professionally,  our 
faculty  will  provide  memorable  in- 
struction for  next  year's  enrollment," 
said    Dr.    Green. 

The  accreditation  of  St.  Luke's  by 
the  American  Association  of  Theo- 
logical Schools  seems  to  be  within 
reach,  with  adjustments  in  curricu- 
lum, library,  and  financial  structure 
of  the  seminary  as  the  principal 
points    in    question. 

Vital  needs  of  the  seminary  are  a 
faculty  salary  scale  commensurate 
with  other  seminaries,  faculty  housing, 
and  the  new  building  with  class- 
rooms   and    dormitory    space. 

Dr.  Green  reported  that  "essentially 
the  staff  of  the  University  remains  in 
its  accustomed  state.  This  oppor- 
tunity cannot  be  missed  once  more  to 
express  deepest  gratitude  to  Messrs. 
Avent,  Vaughan,  and  Kline  for  the 
excellent  performance  each  is  doing 
in  his   particular   assignment." 

The  year  at  Sewanee  Military 
Academy  was  called  "most  successful 
frcm  practically  all  standpoints,"  with 
an  enrollment  of  two  hundred  forty- 
five  and  an  excellent  improvement  in 
morale,  coupled  with  an  extraordi- 
narily successful  record  in  athletics, 
dramatics,    forensics,    and    scholarship. 


Plans  for  the  new  S.  M.  A.  dining 
hall  and  dormitory  were  described 
and  hope  expressed  that  construction 
might  begin  this  summer,  using  funds 
frcm  the  S.  M.  A.  Building  Fund  and 
a  loan  from  a  Nashville  insurance 
company. 

An  optimistic  report  was  given  con- 
cerning the  finances  and  work  of  the 
Emerald-Hodgson  Hospital,  with  spe- 
cial tribute  given  the  administrator, 
Melvin  L.  Southwick.  Construction, 
with  federal,  state,  and  University 
funds,  has  begun  on  the  nurses'  home 
and  the  pediatric  ward  should  be 
ready  for  occupancy  sometime  this 
summer. 

Contributions  to  the  Living  Endow- 
ment and  the  Alumni  Fund  were 
called  "disappointing,"  while  Church 
Support  was  the  largest  in  the  history 
of  the  University.  "For  support,  the 
University  must  turn  to  the  Church, 
her  mother,  and  to  the  alumni,  her 
sons,"   the   Vice-Chancellor   remarked. 

The  University  is  in  a  fairly  satis- 
factory financial  position,  said  Dr. 
Green,  with  additional  money  urgently 
needed  for  increases  in  instructional 
salaries.  "The  ability  and  devotion  of 
our  faculty  cannot  be  matched  any- 
where; but  our  salary  scale  is  tragi- 
cally low,  and  our  first  obligation  is 
to  see  that  the  situation  is  corrected 
and  that  the  reasonable  needs  and 
wants  of  these  men  and  their  fami- 
lies are  satisfied."

Major  Gass  Addresses  Alumni 
In  Spartanburg  Area

The  Sewanee  alumni  of  Greenville 
and  Spartanburg,  together  with  their 
wives  and  friends,  enjoyed  a  delight- 
ful dinner  at  the  Church  of  the  Ad- 
vent, Spartanburg,  Friday  evening 
May  5.  As  always  when  Sewanee 
men  get  together,  there  is  the  enjoy- 
ment of  memories  of  old  associations. 
On  this  occasion  we  had  the  two-fold 
pleasure  of  seeing  a  splendid  movie 
of  Sewanee  scenes  and  activities,  and 
hearing  a  most  stimulating  and  in- 
spiring address  by  Major  Henry  M. 
Gass,  Dean  of  Men.  Major  Gass,  in 
part,  made  a  report  of  the  material 
condition  of  the  University,  in  which 
he  spoke  especially  of  the  faculty 
new  in  residence,  which  he  considers 
probably  the  best  Sewanee  has  ever 
had.  He  feels  that  Sewanee  is  fully 
established  as  a  University,  one  whose 
needs  now  are  the  legitimate  ones  of 
growth   and   development. 

Major  Gass  spoke  of  many  changes 
at  Sewanee,  old  landmarks  gone,  new 
buildings  in  their  places,  old  leader- 
ship replaced  by  new,  but  there  still 
lives  the  unchanged  spirit  of  Sewa- 
nee, the  spirit  of  idealism  and  practi- 
cal service,  and  of  real  Christian  edu- 
cation, which  he  defines  as  the  teach- 
ing of  truth  which  is  God-centered. 
At  Sewanee,  whether  a  student  be 
Christian  or  not,  he  must  confront  the 
reality  of  religion  because  of  the 
daily  chapel  and  because  all  his  in- 
struction in  the  classroom  is  truth, 
whose  source  is  God.

Dr.  Myers 
served  churches  in  Mississippi  before 
becoming  dean  of  the  Cathedral  in 
Little  Rock  and,  in  1914,  dean  of  Holy 
Trinity  Cathedral  in  Havana,  where  he 
remained  until  joining  the  Sewanee 
faculty.  Dr.  Myers  has  served  re- 
peatedly as  acting  chaplain  of  the 
University  and  as  acting  rector  of 
Otey   Parish.

not  cater  to  the  dilettante  but  rather 
to  the  serious,  talented  student.  Housed 
in  Hoffman  and  Johnson,  the  musi- 
cians practice  from  early  dawn  to 
the  11  p.m.  curfew  imposed  by  Dr. 
Harris.  Artist-professors  live  in  fac- 
ulty homes  and  teach  in  the  frater- 
nity houses,  which  all  agree  make  the 
nicest   studios    they   have    ever   seen. 

Recognition  of  the  festival  has  come 
literally  from  all  over  the  world.  Not 
only  are  the  programs  being  carried 
over  the  coast-to-coast  network  of 
Niles  Tiammell's  NBC  but  they  also  are 
being  broadcast  over  Voice  of  Ameri- 
ca at  a  time  when  "the  Voice"  pro- 
bably has  the  largest  listening  audi- 
ence in  its  history.  TIME  and 
NEWSWFEK  gave  generous  features 
to  the  festival  and  the  newspapers 
have  used  accounts  of  it  all  over  the 
nation. 

Financially,  the  first  session  will  be 
a  deficit  operation.  Probably  $2,500 
will  be  lost  by  Sewanee  and  $4,000  by 
its  co-sponsor,  the  George  Peabody 
College  for  Teachers  in  Nashville.

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An  Address  made  at  the  opening  of  the  University,  All  Saints'  Chapel,  September  20,  1950

..  HIS  summer  during  your  absence  op- 
J  portunities  presented  themselves  for 
pondering  the  Sewanee  situation.  As 
we  begin  this  our  eighty-third  year,  it 
is  well  to  re-think  and  to  re-phrase 
what  we  call  the  "Sewanee  Way,"  the 
"Sewanee  Aim,"  the  "Sewanee  Ideal." 
Almost  daily  we  speak  of  a  Christian 
liberal  college,  but  after  all,  is  that  not 
a  general  term?  Precisely  what  does  it 
mean?  Phrases  often  play  us  false,  and  we  must  ever  be 
careful  of  hoary  shibboleths  lest  the  meaning  slip  and  the 
significance  become  totally  unrelated  to  the  men  and  cir- 
cumstance to  which  they  are  applied. 

For  instance,  just  what  is  a  liberal  education?  Surely  it 
is  not  an  arithmetical  whole,  or  the  sum  of  the  courses  in 
our  curriculum  as  outlined  in  our  catalogue.  It  must  be 
something  more.  Here  in  Sewanee  I  think  it  is  an  attempt 
to  prepare  young  men  for  living  as  well  as  for  livelihood. 
Here  we  shun  the  strictly  vocational,  the  technical,  and 
the  professional  approaches  to  education;  in  doing  so  we 
are  not  merely  intellectual  snobs.  We  believe  that  a  law- 
yer who  knows  only  law,  a  technician  who  knows  only 
techniques,  and  a  businessman  who  knows  only  business 
and  at  the  same  time  is  unmindful  of  the  larger  economic, 
social,  and  spiritual  issues  in  life,  may  be  capable  of  mak- 
ing a  livelihood,  but  he  is  incapable  of  living  a  full  life. 
He  is  incapable  of  realizing  all  his  potentials  as  a  citizen 
of  an  earthly  state  and  of  the  Kingdom  of  God. 

Here  in  Sewanee  our  purpose  is  to  produce  leaders. 
We  try  to  provide  the  opportunity  for  each  student  to 
develop  his  intellect,  to  build  up  his  body,  to  kindle  his 
imagination,  to  discipline  his  emotions,  to  strengthen  his 
will,  and  to  realize  his  own  spiritual  being  in  life.  In 
ether  words,  so  far  as  we  are  able,  we  want  you  to  de- 
velop and  to  realize  yourselves  as  men  among  men  and  as 
consciously   contributing   citizens   in   the   kingdom   of   God. 

This  Chapel  meeting  today  is  no  time  for  an  elaborate 
oration  on  our  present  world  situation.  All  too  well  you 
know  how  this  distracted  globe  is  torn  between  com- 
munism and  capitalism  and  how  imminent  the  danger  of 
catastrophe  is.  Whether  we  are  engaged  in  war,  or 
whether  we  are  supposedly  enjoying  what  now  is  called 
peace,  the  central  question  remains — how  can  any  man  in 
this  modern  world  live  a  full  life? 

Living  a  full  life,  of  course,  is  merely  another  way  of 
saying  we  must  have  Freedom.  And  here  again  we  are 
presented  with  a  difficulty  of  definition.  What  is  Freedom? 
Every  age  has  had  its  own  definition,  but  rarely  is  the 
concept  of  one  era  properly  applicable  to  another.  Is  it 
the  right  to  vote?  Is  it  security?  Is  it  a  guarantee  of  food, 
health,  amusement?  Is  it  the  right  to  work  or  is  it  the 
right  n~t  to  work?  Without  debating  the  question,  I  hope 
you  will  agree  with  me,  for  the  time  being  anyway,  that 
Freedom  guarantees  the  right  and  the  opportunity  of  the 
individual  to  realize  his  creative  possibilities  in  his  society. 
It  means  that  a  man  must  have  the  opportunity  for  self- 
conscious  fulfillment. 

Those  of  us  win  are  sincere — albeit  imperfect  Christians 
— can  scarcely  forbear  a  tolerant  smile  at  the  foregoing. 
For  after  all,  is  n't  the  labored  definition  but  a  crude, 
lay   expression   of   the   central   Christian   belief  that  always 


and  under  any  circumstances  Man  must  think  of  himself 
in  relation  to  God;  that  always  he  must  be  conscious  of 
that   relationship   and  somehow   he   must  express   it? 

Never  before,  perhaps,  has  Christian  freedom  been  in 
such  jeopardy.  Communism,  with  its  as  yet  unproven 
promise  of  plenty  and  security,  demands  that  the  individual 
accept  the  state  in  the  place  of  God  and  forfeit  any  inde- 
pendence of  thought  or  deed.  Capitalism,  although  always 
assiduous  in  paying  lip-service  to  the  ideal  of  the  indi- 
vidual, freedom  of  mind,  of  speech  and  of  action,  has  so 
circumscribed  him  with  the  mazes  of  technology,  com- 
munication, interdependence  of  supply  and  specialization  of 
work,  that  in  terms  of  self-realization,  the  plight  of  the 
individual  does  not  differ  too  greatly  from  what  it  is  under 
a  proletarian   dictatorship. 

True,  we  have  more  personal  safety,  liberty  of  speech, 
and  actual  personal  possessions — but  no  one  would  say  we 
are  independent  of  great  interlocking  corporations,  labor 
unions,  or  even  our  present  paternalistic  government,  with 
its  power  to  tax  for  purposes  never  dreamed  of  by  the 
f  rmers  of  the  Constitution. 

Anvwhere  today  the  preservation  and  realization  of 
Freedom  confronts  the  individual  with  a  herculean  task. 
But  that  task  is  not  a  hopeless  one.  True,  historical  forces 
rnd  contempora-y  pressures  are  great.  They  might  even 
conceivably  crush  us  as  individuals  or  as  a  generation — 
phvsically,  politically,  and  economically — upon  the  wheel  of 
circumstance. 

But  the  stnrU  of  the  freedom  of  the  Christians  ever  will 

c^ble  us  to  dare  to  live  experimentally  in  this  as  in  any 

'-ther  aee.     After  all  we  still  live   in  a  climate  of  change. 

Ou-   world    is   perennially   so,   so  let  us   recognize   it.     Our

$100,000  CHALLENGE 


Sewanee  Calf  Club  Arouses  Enthusiastic  Support 

Sixty    Members    Pledge 
Gifts  uin  Kind''' 

Creating  more  interest  than  any 
phase  of  Sewanee's  fund  raising  effort 
since  the  early  days  of  the  Guerry 
Memorial  Campaign,  the  Sewanee  Calf 
Club  of  Texas  has  demonstrated  that 
it  could  become  a  leading  source  of 
annual  support  for  the  University.  At 
the  conclusion  of  an  aerial  tour  of 
Southern  California  and  Texas,  Cap- 
tain Wendell  Kline  reported  on  No- 
vember 1  that  the  personal  solicita- 
tions of  president  William  R.  Manning 
and  other  Calf  Club  enthusiasts  had 
resulted    in   sixty    memberships. 

The  idea  developed  spontaneously 
at  the  annual  meeting  of  the  diocese 
of  West  Texas  last  spring  when  dur- 
ing an  intermission  Manning  said, 
"Why  don't  several  of  us  ranchers 
brand  a  calf  every  year  for  Sewanee? 
I'll  start  the  ball  rolling  myself."  Im- 
mediately four  neighbors  took  him  up 
and   the   club   was   formed. 

Already  reported  in  the  August 
Alumni  News  was  the  Time  story  on 
June  5  and  the  appearance  of  found- 
ers Manning,  Mason  Crocker  of  Brady, 
Texas,  and  W.  Hollis  Fitch,  '26,  of 
Eagle  Pass  at  the  annual  alumni  meet- 
ing on  June  10.  The  original  idea  was 
to  secure  from  cattle-raising  Episcopal 
laymen  and  from  good  citizens  inter- 
ested in  Christian  education  a  pledge 
to  brand  with  the  Sewanee  Cross  a 
calf  each  spring  which  would  be 
grazed  on  the  owner's  land  until  mar- 
keting time,  and  then  would  be  sold, 
the  proceeds  sent  to  the  club  treas- 
urer, Mason  Crocker,  and  thence  to 
the  Living  Endowment  of  the  Univer- 
sity. 

An  extension  of  this  idea  grew  out 
of  a  suggestion  made  by  Theodore 
Heyward,  '37,  trustee  from  North  Ca- 
rolina, at  the  annual  alumni  meeting. 
"For  those  of  us  who  have  no  cattle," 
he  said,  "why  not  a  plan  for  pur- 
chasing a  calf?"  Bill  Manning  quickly 
covered  that  one  by  saying  he  would 
be  glad  to  sell  a  newborn  calf  to  any 
such  prospective  donor,  allow  the  ani- 
mal to  graze  free  on  his  ranch,  and 
sell  it  at  marketing  time,  with  the 
full  market  price  going  to  the  Uni- 
versity. 

J.  Kennedy  Craig  of  Knoxville,  an 
honorary  alumnus,  rose  to  say  that 
Texas  should  not  be  allowed  to  corner 
the  yearling  market  on  Sewanee - 
bound  beef.  "I  have  a  few  cattle  in 
Fast  Tennessee  and  I  would  like  to 
apply  for  membership."  Forthwith  he 
was  furnished  a  branding  iron.  Bishop 
Juhan  said  that  Florida's  new  emi-

University  Opens 
83rd  Academic  Tear 


Dr.  Boylston  Green  formally  opened 
Sewanee's  eighty-third  academic  year 
in  All  Saints'  Chapel  on  September 
20.  Some  200  new  men,  including 
football  candidates  who  had  arrived 
on  September  1,  were  on  hand  Sep- 
tember 15  for  a  four-day  orientation 
program  which  is  designed  to  give 
effective  indoctrination  in  Sewanee 
traditions  and  customs.  To  the  envy 
of  sister  institutions,  the  University  of 
the  Scuth  opened  with  a  capacity  en- 
rollment. In  a  year  which  has  seen 
almost  unanimous  decreases  of  ten  to 
twenty-five  per  cent,  Sewanee's  stu- 
dent body  is  not  only  at  a  numerical 
peak  but  also  includes  more  top- 
ranking  prep-school  seniors  than  ever 
before.  The  presence  in  the  freshman 
class  of  thirty-seven  of  the  original 
eighty-four  Baker  Scholarship  appli- 
cants is  mute  testimony  to  the  im- 
portance of  the  George  F.  Baker 
Trust's  influence  on  Sewanee  admis- 
sions. 

This  year's  student  body  consists 
of  524  men  in  the  college,  an  unpre- 
cedented 75  in  the  seminary,  for  a 
total  of  599.  All  but  eleven  states 
are  represented  and  there  are  one  or 
more  students  from  China,  Rumania, 
Panama,  British  West  Indies,  and 
Switzerland. 


An  anonymous  friend  of  Sewa- 
nee has  offered  $100,000  to  the  Uni- 
versity of  the  South,  provided  that 
in  1950  and  1951  additional  cash  and 
pledges  of  $1,000,000  are  received 
for  new  buildings,  announced  Bishop 
Frank  A.  Juhan  of  Florida,  chair- 
man for  Sewanee's  Guerry  Memo- 
rial Campaign  for  five  million  dol- 
lars. 

"We  expect  this  challenging  offer, 
com'ng  at  the  end  of  a  calendar 
year,  to  stimulate  many  additional 
gifts  by  Sewanee's  friends,"  Bishop 
Juhan    said. 

Specific  memorials  may  be  desig- 
nated by  the  donors  in  each  of  the 
buildings  covered  by  the  offer. 
Rooms,  memorial  windows,  furnish- 
ings in  the  Gailor  Dining  Hall,  the 
new  theological  building,  or  the 
Guerry  Fine  Arts  Building  and 
Auditorium  will  be  arranged  ac- 
cording to  wishes  of  the  contribu- 
tors,   Bishop    Juhan    said. 


Regents  Meet 

All  twelve  members  of  the  Board  of 
Regents,  with  the  Chancellor,  the  Vice- 
Chancellor,  and  the  Chairman  of  the 
Campaign,  met  on  the  Mountain  No- 
vember 9-11.  Building  plans  and  the 
outlook  for  an  ROTC  unit  were  among 
matters  discussed.  Frank  M.  Gillespie 
of   San  Antonio  served  as  chairman. 


November,  Nineteen  Fifty 
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Problem 

The  financial  plight  of  the  Sewanee 
professor  continues  to  be  quite  grave. 
Though  pay-levels  in  1940  were  con- 
sidered to  be  one  of  the  University's 
most  serious  problems,  the  salaries  in 
1950  are  slightly  lower,  having  failed 
by  a  small  per  centum  to  keep  up 
with  the  rising  cost-of-living  index. 
Despite  an  advance  of  about  5  per  cent 
in  each  of  the  past  four  years,  mem- 
bers of  the  staff  and  faculty  have  less 
purchasing  power  than  they  had  in 
1940. 

To  make  matters  worse,  the  top- 
salaried  man  at  Sewanee  in  1940  was 
below  the  minimum  income-tax  level. 
He  now  must  pay  $700  to  $800  per 
year.  Meantime,  national  income  for 
the  entire  country  is  up  350  per  cent 
as  compared  with  the  Sewanee  pro- 
fessors' advance  of  about  60  per  cent 
in  the  same  period. 

There  are  two  means  by  which  the 
Sewanee  professor  can  be  directly 
aided.  The  first  is  by  increasing  the 
University  endowment,  which  makes 
a  larger  amount  of  income  available 
each  year  from  the  University's  in- 
vestments. The  second  is  by  increas- 
ing the  gifts  to  the  Living  Endow- 
ment, which  consists  of  the  Alumni 
Fund,  the  Church  (diocesan  and  par- 
ish) Support,  and  the  gifts  of  Sewa- 
nee friends  to  the  University's  opera- 
ting budget.

Those 
who  contribute  regularly  are  asked 
to  accept  the  solicitation  as  a  mat- 
ter  for   information   only. 


Whether  the  University  of  the  South 
will  have  a  full  enrollment  in  all  de- 
partments next  year  may  well  depend 
on  what  is  done  in  the  next  three 
months,  according  to  Charles  Edward 
Thomas,  director  of  admissions.  All 
Alumni  Chapters  are  urged  to  give 
special  attention  to  seeking  out  pros- 
pects. All  Sewanee  men  asked  for 
advice  on  college  entrance  are  urged 
to  tell  their  prospective  students  to 
apply  now  at  Sewanee,  subject  to 
whatever  changes  may  be  forced  by 
the  military  situation  next  year.  The 
$25  application  fee  required  of  each 
student  is  refunded  if  the  student 
withdraws  to  enter  the  military  ser- 
vice. It  is  hoped  that  students  in 
doubt  about  military  status  will  apply 
and  qualify  themselves  for  admission 
even  if  later  they  are  forced  to  with- 
draw. Mr.  Thomas'  full  statement 
follows. 

Alumni  and  friends  of  Sewanee  can 
render  no  greater  service  than  in- 
fluencing the  finest  young  men  to 
consider  the  University  of  the  South 
for  their  undergraduate  work.  We  are 
all  proud  of  the  fact  that  the  current 
school  year  was  opened  with  a  full 
enrollment  in  every  department  of 
the  University.  The  Sewanee  Mili- 
tary Academy  opened  with  242  cadets 
and  every  space  taken,  the  college 
opened  with  524  students,  utmost  ca- 
pacity, and  the  Theological  School 
opened  with  75  students,  the  largest 
number  in  St.  Luke's  long  history. 
This  is  especially  significant  in  light 
of  the  decreased  enrollments  of  many 
schools  and  colleges  throughout  the 
country.  Sewanee  is  enjoying  the 
continued  confidence  and  support  that 
we  feel  its  academic  position  merits 
and  justifies. 

Fortunately,  the  draft  is  not  taking 
students  out  of  college  this  fall.  How- 
ever, this  will  not  necessarily  prevail 
another  year.  We  are  making  every 
effort  to  secure  a  military  unit  in  the 
University,  and  although  we  are  high 
on  the  list  of  approved  institutions,  the 
Department  of  Defense  will  not  re- 
veal plans  for  utilizing  additional  col- 


leges in  the  R.O.T.C.  program  at  this 
time.  We  assume  that  some  of  our 
older  students,  primarily  upperclass- 
men,  sophomores  and  juniors,  will  be 
drafted  next  summer.  Others  will  be 
called  by  reserve  and  national  guard 
units.  Therefore,  every  effort  must  be 
exerted  to  replace  these  men  with 
transfer  and  new  students,  if  we  are 
to  maintain  our  capacity  enrollment 
of  500  men. 

Each  alumnus  is  urged  to  get  in 
touch  with  local  high  school  and  pre- 
paratory heads  and  send  the  Director 
of  Admissions  at  Sewanee  names  of 
prospective  students.  We  will  send 
catalogs,  viewbooks  of  Sewanee  and 
application  forms  to  these  men.  The 
alumnus  can  materially  help  by  call- 
ing on  the  prospective  students  and 
their  parents.  Tell  them  of  the  ad- 
vantages of  Sewanee  with  its  limited 
and  selected  enrollment,  its  splendid 
intercollegiate  and  intramural  athletic 
program,  its  superior  faculty,  and  out- 
standing records  of  alumni  in  graduate 
schools,  as  well  as  those  in  the  busi- 
ness and  professional  world.  An  alum- 
nus can  with  confidence  recommend 
the  University  to  young  men  today.

Homecoming  Day  at  Sewanee  Mili- 
tary Academy  brought  the  worst 
weather  the  Mountain  has  seen  in 
some  time.  The  cold  rain  and  snow 
flurries  gave  even  the  football  vic- 
tory over  St.  Andrew's,  46-0,  a  dismal 
tinge.  Although  parades  and  other 
carefully  planned  activities  of  the 
weekend  were  curtailed,  the  dances 
were  never  better. 

High  point  of  the  weekend,  how- 
ever, was  the  alumni  meeting  held  in 
the  SMA  Chapel,  Quintard  Hall,  on 
Saturday  morning.  There  a  series  of 
discussions  on  the  possibilities  of 
alumni  organization  were  led  by  Cap- 
tain Walter  Davis,  A'42,  and  by  John 
Gass  Bratton,  A'47.  The  sense  of  the 
meeting  was  brought  into  focus  by 
Dr.  Robert  W.  B.  Elliott,  A'90,  who 
moved  that  a  committee  be  appointed 
to  draft  a  Constitution  and  By-Laws, 
to  prepare  a  slate  of  nominees  for 
officers  of  an  SMA  alumni  group,  and 
to  blueprint  a  program  of  organiza- 
tion and  procedure.

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Tigers  Draw  Four  Undefeated  Teams; 
Go  Down  for  Five  Losses^  'Two  Wins 


TRINITY  40— SEWANEE  0 
Going  far  afield  for  its  first  en- 
counter with  a  New  England  school 
since  the  Dartmouth  game  of  1940, 
Sewanee's  Tiger  took  a  severe  lacing 
from  Trinity  in  the  season's  opener 
September  30.  For  the  first  five  minutes 
it  looked  as  though  Sewanee's  pre- 
season hopes  had  been  well-founded, 
but  a  couple  of  Purple  fumbles  and 
a  freak  pass  reception  by  the  brother 
Episcopalians  started  a  rout  which  was 
never  successfully  stemmed.  The  game 
showed  how  important  the  line-back- 
ing of  injured  Frank  Watkins  could 
be.  By  alternately  jabbing  at  the 
soft  center  and  tossing  passes  over 
the  drawn-in  secondary  defense,  Trin- 
ity made  monotonously  regular  gains. 
Sewanee's  passing  attack,  built  on 
David  Wendel,  did  not  materialize, 
practically  all  of  the  otherwise  beau- 
tiful throws  being  too  long.

and  of  Captain  Ralph  Reed  in  the 
same  position.  Trinity  played  beau- 
tiful early-season  ball  and  Sewanee 
was  ragged  in  its  teamwork  and  tim- 
ing. 

SEWANEE  25— SOUTHWESTERN  6 
A  different  aggregation  went  to 
Memphis  on  October  6  to  face  the 
Lynx  of  Southwestern.  The  same 
names  were  on  the  program  but  some- 
thing new  had  been  added.  On  de- 
fense, there  could  be  no  denying  that 
hole-plugger  Frank  Watkins  was  vital. 
But  in  the  backfield  there  exploded 
all  over  the  place  little  George  "Plato" 
Nichopoulos  of  Anniston,  160  pound 
tailback,  who  carried  the  ball  over 
the  goal  exactly  six  times,  though 
two  of  them  were  called  back  for 
penalties.  Never  after  the  first 
quarter  was  the  outcome  in  doubt.

In  a  game  calculated  to  satisfy  the 
most  exacting  spectators,  and  there 
were  almost  15,000  of  them,  Sewanee 
played  the  best  game  of  its  season 
to  date  at  Tallahassee.  Though  losing 
for  the  third  straight  time  by  one 
touchdown,  the  Tigers  had  the  Semi- 
nole coaching  staff  worried  sick  until 
the  final  whistle.  Mighty  punter  Jim 
Wakefield  s.et  up  the  first  score,  a 
2  point  touchback,  by  bouncing  a  65 
yard  boot  off  the  FSU  safety  man,  who 
then  was  tackled  behind  his  goal,  all 
this  after  a  scoreless  first  half  in 
which  Sewanee  made  5  first  downs  to 
FSU's  2.  The  deciding  play  of  the 
game  was  an  over-the-center  pass  by 
Nichopoulos,  about  10  feet,  directly 
into  the  surprised  arms  of  FSU's 
Hewett,  who  ran  half  the  length  of 
the  field  behind  the  security  of  four 
blockers  for  a  7-2  lead.  The  Seminoles 
scored  again  in  the  closing  minutes  of 
the  game  and  then  came  a  Tiger  at- 
tack which  might  well  have  upset 
Army.  Everybody  clicked  but  especi- 
ally Wendel  who  completed  five  con- 
secutive passes,  the  last  one  to  Cay- 
wood  Gunby  of  Deland,  Florida,  just 
over  the  goal  line.  The  game  ended 
with  the  Tigers  looking  as  though 
they  could  do  it  again  if  given  an- 
other 30  seconds  with  the  ball.  Tom- 
my McKeithen  of  Jacksonville,  feeling 
at  home  on  his  native  heath,  was 
outstanding,  though  top  honors  for 
consistent  offensive  and  defensive  play 
must  go  to  Mulkin.  A  newcomer 
to  the  varsity  lineup,  freshman  En- 
sign Conklin,  star  SMA  swimmer  of 
mid-South  prep  circles,  played  roving 
linebacker  in  what  amounted  to  a 
coach's  scoop,  an  8-man  line  designed 
especially  to  meet  the  Tallahassee  of- 
fense. Heroes  were  many.  Nichols 
never  looked  better,  Lamb,  Rox,  and 
Porter,  also  ends,  were  tops.

Bash  Wabash,  an  injunction  which 
echoed  over  the  Mountain  on  Novem- 
ber 4,  was  carried  out  to  the  letter 
in  weather  which  would  send  any- 
self-respecting  Eskimo  scurrying  to  his 
igloo.  First  game  of  the  1950  season 
to  be  played  on  Hardee  Field,  the 
Wabash  affair  saw  the  Purple  rise 
to  new  heights  before  cheering,  sleet- 
encrusted  fans.  It  was  definitely  Mc- 
Keithen  Day  as  the  senior  tailback 
tore  through  left  tackle  for  a  total  of 
146  yards  in  15  tries,  almost  ten  yards 
per  gallop.  But  there  also  was  a  team 
out  there,  eleven  men  playing  together, 
throwing  clean,  destructive  blocks  and 
jarring  tackles  at  an  aggregation 
dopesters  had  called  a  3-touchdown 
favorite.

Al- 
ternate captain  Tommy  Lamb  played 
one  of  the  best  games  of  his  four- 
year  career,  and,  need  we  mention  it, 
Jim  Ed   Mulkin  was  outstanding. 

CENTRE    16— SEWANEE    8 

Six  fumbles,  five  of  them  recovered 
by  undefeated  Centre  College,  de- 
termined the  outcome  of  the  Tigers' 
seventh  game.  The  first  quarter  ended 
0-0.  In  the  second  quarter,  Centre 
briefly  forged  ahead  with  a  field  goal, 
3-0.  Then  on  the  next  play,  fullback 
David  Jones  of  Nashville  ran  back 
the  kickoff  82  yards  for  a  TD.  The 
half  ended  8-3  after  Sewanee  scored 
a  safety  on  a  blocked  kick.  In 
the  third  quarter,  Centre  scored  on  a 
series  of  power  plays  and  passes,  tak- 
ing the  lead  9-8.  As  the  fourth 
quarter  opened,  the  aerial  threat  of 
Long-to-Acton  materialized  for  an- 
other seven  points.  On  the  whole, 
Sewanee's  defense  was  better  than  the 
score  indicated.  Whitaker  and  Will- 
ard were  outstanding  in  the  line  while 
Gunby,  Mulkin,  and  McDavid  starred 
in  the  backfield. 

As  the  Alumni  News  went  to  press, 
the  Tigers  had  yet  to  face  Hampden- 
Sydney  in  Virginia  and  Washington 
University  of  St.  Louis  on  the  Moun- 
tain. 


Martin  Devotes  Associated  Press  Column  to  Sewanee  Tigers 


New  York,  Sept.  14—  (AP)—  When  a 
coach  yells,  "Hey,  captain!"  down  at 
the  University  of  the  South  at  Se- 
wanee, Tenn.,  he  has  to  step  aside 
or   he'll    be   crushed   in   the    rush. 

No  less  than  22  former  high  school 
captains — not  all  football  captains,  in- 
cidentally— are  enrolled  at  this  little 
school  which  once  was  a  gridiron 
giant.  That  was  before  it  had  a 
sudden    attack    of    sanity. 

Abruptly  the  school  deemphasized, 
and  it  wasn't  a  phony  deemphasis. 
All  aid  to  athletes,  including  schol- 
arships, was  abolished.  Sewanee  was 
as  clean  as  a  kid  on  his  way  to  Sun- 
day school.  Not  meaning,  necessarily, 
it  was   all   washed  up. 

Anyway,  a  few  years  ago  we  penned 
a  piece  about  the  school's  clean-up 
program  because  it  intrigued  us.  We 
did  the  same  about  Florida  State  at 
Tallahassee  for  the  same  reason. 
There  are  many  other  schools  operat- 
ing on  a  simon-pure  basis,  playing 
football  for  fun,  but  those  two  hap- 
pened  to   be   called   to   our   attention. 

Sewanee  plays  football  in  its  own 
class  now,  and  does  quite  all  right  in 
meeting  schools  with  similar  ethical 
standards.  And  what's  more,  it's 
drawing  athletes  coveted  by  larger 
schools  willing  to  pay  for  their  ser- 
vices. 

Sewanee's  director  of  public  rela- 
tions cites  examples  of  youths  who 
refused  to  answer  the  call  of  gold. 
Andy  Hibbert,  captain  of  the  Pensa- 
cola,  Fla.,  High  School  team  for  one. 
After  arriving  for  pre-season  practice 
at  Sewanee  he  received  long  distance 
calls  from  two  schools  asking  him  to 
change   his  mind. 

Another  player  is  a  fugitive  from  a 
scholarship  at  another  school,  which 
he  attended  one  year.  His  father 
urged  him  to  transfer  to  Sewanee,  al-

though  it  meant  a  cash  outlay  of  pro- 
bably $5,000  if  the  boy  stayed  there. 

Sewanee's  theory  is  that  boys  who 
are  paid  to  play  college  football  are 
forced  to  put  football  ahead  of  every- 
thing else,  and  kids  with  a  real  yen 
for  higher  education  don't  go  for  that. 
They  don't  want  to  be  under  the  con- 
trol   of   the   athletic    department. 

This  year  73  students  have  reported 
for  the  Sewanee  squad.  They  aren't 
all  big  guys,  the  massive  hulks  which 
make  up  the  squads  of  the  big-time 
schools.  Some  of  them  are  140  and 
150   pounders. 

But  they  love  to  play,  and  get  a 
chance  to  play.  We  don't  mean  that 
Sewanee  doesn't  have  a  liberal  sprink- 
ling of  big,  robust  guys  who  would 
grace  any  big-time  squad.  There 
aren't  as  many,   that's   all. 

Sewanee  went  on  the  amateur  stan- 
dard back  in  1938,  and  the  decision 
wasn't  entirely  due  to  a  rash  of  self- 
righteousness.  It  found  it  financially 
was  unable  to  keep  up  with  larger 
schools  in  subsidizing  athletes,  so  it 
largely  was  a  matter  of  self-preser- 
vation. 

There  were  two  big  problems,  to 
wit,  the  question  of  whether  a  repre- 
sentative team  could  be  put  on  the 
field  without  paying  athletes  in  one 
way  or  another,  and  the  question  of 
whether  there  were  enough  schools  of 
similar  standards  in  the  vicinity '  to 
make    up    a    schedule. 

Both  questions  have  been  answered 
satisfactorily,  and  everybody  seems 
happy  about  the  whole  thing.  The 
football  naturally  isn't  as  potent  as 
that  of  larger,  paying  institutions,  but 
it  is  first  class,  and  improving. 

And  the  main  thing  is  that  the  kids 
get  a  kick  out  of  the  game  or  they 
wouldn't  be  playing.  That's  college 
sport  as  it  was  intended  to  be.

His  first  iob  was  on  St.  Luke's  Chapel 

Since  St.  Luke's  Chapel,  Mr.  Camp- 
bell and  his  chisel  have  helped  build 
All  Saints'  Chapel,  Emerald-Hodgson 
Hospital,  Tuckaway  Inn,  Cannon  and 
Johnson  Halls,  several  fraternity 
houses,  and  buildings  at  S.  M.  A.,  St. 
Mary's    and    St.    Andrew's 

Another  memorial  to  Mr.  Campbell 
and  Mr.  Fred  Reid.  also  an  old-time 
stonecutter  of  the  Mountain,  and  their 
careful  work  will  be  the  new  Student 
Union.  Rock  work  on  the  rebuildins 
of  the  burned-out  union  is  already  well 
on  its  way  to  completion.  New  sand- 
stone has  been  blasted  out  of  the  quarry 
and   is   being   readied   for   final   fitting. 

It  is  hoped  that  he  building  will  be 
ready  for  use  by  January  1. 

Mr.  Campbell's  first  love  seems  to 
be  lettering.  He  has  helped  prepare 
many  cornerstones  that  tell  the  history 
of  Sewanee.  He  has  just  finished 
fashioning  a  Mountain-style  street 
marker  for  "Sewanee  Avenue,"  in 
Florence,  S.  C.  as  the  University's 
gift  to  the  town. 

Mr.  Campbell  doesn't  think  he  will 
ever  retire  just  to  look  back  and  en- 
joy the  serenity  of  the  timeless  walls  he 
has  helped  fashion.  He  wants  to  keep  on 
building  Sewanee  out  of  the  Mountain. 


Two  Alumni  Are  Officers  In 

National  Metals  Society 

Two  of  the  five  top  officers  in  the 
American  Society  for  Metals  for  the 
current  year  are  Sewanee  men.  Dr. 
John  Chipman,  Jr.,  '20,  DTD,  was 
elected  vice-president  last  month,  and 
Dr.  James  T.  MacKenzie,  '11,  DTD, 
was  elected  trustee. 

Dr.  Chipman,  professor  of  metallur- 
gy at  Massachusetts  Institute  of 
Technology  for  13  years,  is  now  head 
of  the  department  there.  An  authority 
on  the  physical  chemistry  of  steel - 
making,  he  has  devoted  most  of  his 
career  to  academic  teaching  and  re- 
search, with  the  exception  of  1934-37, 
when  he  was  associate  director  of  the 
research  laboratories  of  Armco  Steel 
Corporation.  He  has  also  taught  at 
the   Georgia   School   of  Technology. 

Dr.  MacKenzie  holds  three  degrees 
from  the  University  of  the  South.  Now 
technical  director  of  the  American 
Cast  Iron  Pipe  Company  of  Birming- 
ham, he  began  his  career  as  an  analyst 
with  that  firm  in  1912,  served  as  chief 
chemist  and  metallurgist  from  1915 
until  1940,  and  as  chief  metallurgist 
until  February  1947.  He  is  considered 
one  of  the  nation's  outstanding  au- 
thorities on  ferrous  foundry  problems, 
and  has  served  on  various  committees 
in  A.S.M.

Nurses'  Residence 

Nearing   Completion 


"A  New  Year's  Eve  party  in  our 
new  Nurses'  Residence"  is  the  goal  of 
Mr.  M.  L.  Southwick,  Superintendent 
of  Emerald-Hodgson  Hospital.  And  the 
sixteen  nurses  and  aides  in  residence 
at  the  hospital  are  beginning  to  smile 
in  confidence  that  they  will  be  in 
their  new  quarters  in  time  for  the 
celebration. 

Doctors  and  patients  also  have  a 
stake  in  the  completion  of  the  new 
stone  residence.  The  home  now  oc- 
cupied will  be  turned  into  an  out- 
patient clinic  and  six  suites  for  doc- 
tor's offices.  Four  nurses'  aides  now 
sleeping  in  hospital  beds  intended  for 
patients  will  be  able  to  move  into 
the  new  residence  leaving  all  57  beds 
available  for  adult  patients  and  12 
for  children. 

Completion  of  the  Nurses'  Residence 
and  the  out-patient  clinic  are  only 
two  parts  of  a  $200,000  three-phase 
expansion  underway  at  the  hospital 
The  third  is  the  recently  completed 
pediatric  wing  for  which  the  funds 
were  secured  by  Dr.  Oscar  N.  Torian, 
'96. 

For  the  nurses'  home  and  clinic 
projects,  the  University  voted  ap- 
proximately $40,000  from  its  building 
fund  and  received  about  $110,000  from 
public  funds.  The  federal  govern- 
ment is  paying  52  per  cent,  and  the 
State  of  Tennessee  26  per  cent  with 
the  University  paying  the  balance 
plus  some  incidentals  not  covered  in 
the  grant.  The  hospital  at  Sewanee 
has  become  recognized  throughout 
Tennessee  as  the  principal  facility 
for  medical  care  in  a  six-county  area 
of  the   Cumberland  plateau   region. 

However,  the  University  has  left 
open  the  opportunity  for  the  dedica- 
tion of  the  Nurses'  Residence  as  a 
memorial  to  a  benefactor  who  will 
assume  the  amount  paid  out  of  the 
building  fund.  It  is  hoped  that  this 
opportunity  for  Christian  service  will 
not  be  overlooked  and  that  the  per- 
manent building  fund  will  not  be  re- 
duced by  this  emergency  appropria- 
tion. 


Construction  Underway 

On  Student  Union 


Sewanee's  building  program  is  mak- 
ing notable  progress,  according  to 
James  M.  Avent,  Comptroller.  The 
Thompson  Union,  destroyed  last  March 
1  by  fire,  is  now  being  rebuilt  by  Se- 
wanee contractor  John  Henry  Castle- 
berry  from  plans  drawn  by  Warren, 
Knight,  and  Davis  of  Birmingham. 
The  rebuilt  structure  will  be  one- 
story  instead  of  two  with  the  steeply 
slanted  roof  characteristic  of  the  six 
faculty  homes  on  Louisiana  and  Miss- 
issippi Avenues  designed  by  the  same 
firm. 

Timber  from  Sewanee's  own  forests, 
processed  in  the  University  sawmill, 
is  being  used.  The  cost  of  the  re- 
construction  is   being   held   within   the

$61,200  received  on  the  insurance.  The 
Vice-Chancellor  has  expressed  the 
hope  that  the  building  will  be  com- 
pleted before  the  students  return  from 
Christmas    holidays. 

Badly  needed  Gailor  Memorial  Din- 
ing Hall  and  the  proposed  SMA  Din- 
ing Hall  and  Dormitory  are  next  on 
the  construction  schedule,  according 
to  Mr.  Avent.  Gailor  Hall  will  cost 
about  $450,000.  One  set  of  sketches 
has  been  carefully  checked  and  sent 
back  to  the  Birmingham  architects 
for  corrections.  Working  drawings  will 
be  started  following  consultation  with 
the  Regents.  Funds  for  this  building 
are  to  be  provided  by  special  solici- 
tation of  a  committee  headed  by  Bish- 
op  Juhan,    Avent   said. 

The  SMA  Hall  is  to  cost  $325,000 
and  all  financial  arrangements  for 
this  building  are  complete,  the  Comp- 
troller stated.  Parents  of  a  group  of 
the  1950  graduating  cadets  pledged 
$20,000  toward  furnishing  the  lounge 
of  the  building.  Architects  have 
promised  final  specifications  for  this 
building  by  December  15  and  a  start 
will  be  made  as  soon  as  bids  from 
contractors    have    been    compared.

Christian  freedom,  if  it  means  any- 
thing, means  that  we  must  appreciate 
the  significance  of  our  own  lives,  and 
makes  it  impossible  for  us  who  have 
had  that  consciousness,  to  remain  im- 
prisoned in  the  intellectual  and  social 
restrictions  of  obsolete  systems.  Like 
our  own  American  pioneers,  we  must 
dare  to  go  into  an  unknown  country 
armed  with  a  sense  of  divine  purpose 
in  living. 

For  such  a  struggle  do  we  here  in 
Sewanee,  as  best  we  might,  try  to 
prepare  you  young  men.  Your  task 
is  to  work  out — experimentally  (for 
there  are  no  precedents)  a  way  to 
adapt  Freedom  in  practical,  political, 
and  economic  ways  to  the  modern 
situation,  so  that  Man  may  preserve 
his  inner  sense  of  worth  and  capacity 
in  his  divine  mission  here  on  earth. 
You  must  be  brave,  and  you  must 
have  faith  in  the  fundamental  Christ- 
ian tenet  that  asserts  the  dignity  and 
purpose  of  human  life  and  of  its  di- 
vine mission.

nence  in  cattle  raising  promised  pos- 
sibilities for  expansion  of  the  idea 
to   the   Okeechobee   grazing   lands. 

During  the  summer  a  third  plan  of 
membership  was  advocated  by  founder 
Manning.  "Let's  develop  a  range  at 
Sewanee,"  he  mused,  "use  some  of 
those  ten  thousand  acres,  build  a 
chuck  house,  offer  the  students  some 
outdoor  life,  Texas  style,  have  saddle 
horses.  .  .  ."  When  Edmund  Orgill, 
honorary  alumnus  and  regent  from 
Memphis,  heard  of  the  idea,  he 
promptly  offered  to  donate  wire  and 
hardware  for  fencing  the  range. 
County  agent,  stats  and  federal  agri- 
cultural authorities  tested  the  soil  and 
thought  beef  production  would  be 
feasible  and  profitable  on  the  Moun- 
tain. Almost  before  you  could  say 
Rowark's  Cove,  a  site  was  selected 
overlooking  that  portion  of  the  valley 
and  the  first  van-load  of  gift  cattle 
was  chugging  up  the  Mountain,  two 
pure-bred  Hereford  bulls  and  thirty 
youthful  companions.  Although  the 
heifers,  because  of  their  sex,  and  the 
bulls  for  unexplained  reasons,  were 
not  allowed  t3  matriculate  in  the  office 
of  the  Registrar,  they  received  a  rous- 
ing  welcome   at   the   University   Farm.

The  University  is  for  the  second 
year  offering  the  George  F.  Baker 
Scholarships  to  men  of  outstanding 
accomplishment  and  conspicuous  pro- 
mise of  leadership.  Last  year  Sewa- 
nee was  one  of  the  ten  colleges  in 
the  United  States  selected  by  the 
George  F.  Baker  Trust  of  New  York 
to  award  these  full  expense  scholar- 
ships. The  objective  of  this  scholar- 
ship program  is  to  select  and  to  give 
the  very  best  educational  advantages 
to  a  group  of  young  men  who,  because 
of  their  superior  qualifications  of  mind 
and  character,  give  promise  of  making 
unusual  contributions  to  our  national 
life.  These  young  men,  chosen  by  a 
careful  process  of  selection  from  sec- 
ondary schools  throughout  the  coun- 
try, will  be  brought  to  Sewanee  to  be 
trained  intellectually,  spiritually  and 
physically  for  a  life  of  Christian  de- 
mocratic leadership  and  responsibility 
— an  educational  objective  which  is 
consistent  with  the  high  aims  of  the 
Baker  Trust  and  the  traditional  edu- 
cational policies  of  the  University  of 
the  South. 

The  selection  of  the  Baker  Scholars 
is  based  on  many  qualifications.  The 
candidate  must  above  all  be  endowed 
with  unusual  qualities  of  mind.  He 
must  be  of  vigorous  and  healthy  body; 
of  pleasing  personality,  friendly  ,and 
democratic  in  his  attitude;  of  sound 
moral  character  and  definite  religious 
convictions.  He  must  represent  the 
best  in  American  manhood,  combining 
in  himself,  besides  the  above  qualifi- 
cations, intellectual  curiosity,  serious- 
ness of  purpose,  aptitude  for  study  and 
promise  of  leadership. 

The  sum  of  $50,000  was  given  to  the 
University  of  the  South  by  the  Baker 
Trust  for  the  education  of  Baker 
Scholars.  The  first  six  Baker  Schol- 
ars entered  the  University  in  Septem- 
ber. Two  are  from  Tennessee,  two 
from  Alabama,  one  from  Oklahoma 
and  one  from  Illinois.  The  Oklahoma 
Baker  Scholar  was  graduated  from  the 
Sewanee  Military  Academy  at  the  top 
of  his  class  last  June.  Because  of 
this  generous  grant  from  the  Baker 
Trust,  the  advantages  of  the  Univer- 
sity will  be  available  to  any  young 
man,  regardless  of  his  economic  status. 
Should  an  acceptable  candidate  re- 
quire it,  he  will  be  granted  a  full 
expense  scholarship  of  $1,062  covering 
tuition,  room,  board  and  University 
fees;  should  he  not  require  the  full 
amount,  a  lesser  sum  will  be  awarded 
in  order  that  more  men  may  share 
the  benefits  of  the  Fund.  A  Baker 
Scholarship  is,  therefore,  regarded  by 
the  University  as  essentially  an  hon- 
or, a  competitive  award  that  goes  to  the 
candidate  whose  qualifications  are  the 
highest.  Any  applicant  for  admission 
to  the  University  is  invited  to  enter 
the  competition,  which  is  sufficiently 
keen  that  Baker  Scholars  should  prove 
to  be  the  outstanding  members  of  any 
entering   class.
